BLOODY TANTAH. 

The prosecution of persons guilty of out- 
rages at Tantah, of whom 115 have been ar- 
rested, began today.

vail. The plain of Tantah presents a specta- 
cle of hilarity, of heterogeneous mirth, of 
wild disorder, of picturesque costume, and a 
mixture of races never seen in any other 
part of the Eastern world. The impromptu 
bazaars contalu that can be found 
where the pilgrims live, from fruit and food 
to elaborate costumes for the sheiks, derv- 
ishes, and kadis. Vast sums of money are 
ulways brought to these festivals, the pil- 
grims carrying their gold in leather belts 
about the waist to escape the plunder always 
prevalent in the camp. On one occasion, 
when 200 pilgrims from Tunis on board a 
schooner in the harbor of Alexandria and 
bound for Tantah came into collision with 
an outgoing steamer and then sunk, nearly 
all were lost because of the weight of coin 
contained in the belts about their persons. 

THE LARGE OUTLAY OF MONEY 
by the pilgrims draws mparly every itinerant 
showman, juggier, acrobat, and rope-dancer 
to Tantah. Thither go, too, the gahwazee, 
the dancing-girls of Upper Egypt, who claim 
the most ancient lineage in the land of the 
Pharaohs. Jugglers from Bagdad, serpent- 
charmers who handle huge Central Atrican 
reptiles with a familiarity that makes the 
blood run cold, rope-dancers, and story-tell- 
ers reciting the Thousand and One Nights,” 
diversify this strange theatre of revelry and 
fanaticism. Tantah, this typical centre of 
fanaticism, withal is a strange city, and it is 
remarkable that so few writers have ever 
studied its curious attractions. Yet this way 
be doubtless due to its forbidding character 
as a holy, pestilential, and unelean city. 
THE SACRED CARPET. 

Carro, Oct. 7.—While the annual caravan, 
which recently departed with iniposing cere- 
monies, was journeying to Suez, un its way 
to Meeva, the canopy over the sacred carpet 
was caught and overturned bya telegraph 
wire, and the sacred emblem exposed to 
view.

Minister of thé Interior. declares that com- 
piets tranquillity prevails throughout Egypt, 
and the public security is assured, 
BAYONETING THE WOUNDED. 

Lonpon, Uct. 7.— The Cairv correspondent 
of the Cologne Gazette declares that Egyp- 
tian wounded. were murdered by the Britsh 
in the trenches at Tel-el-Kebir long after all 
resistance ceased. A letter from a non-com- 
missioned officer says orders were to spare 
none of the enemy, and to bayonet every one 
of them, as they would shoot soldiers treach- 
erously if the latter passed them. 

WOUNDED EGYPTIANS. 

Carro, Sept. 26.-—I have ay visited the 
Arab hospital, where 200 wounded Egyptian 
soldiers are at present lymg. The greater 
portion of these were wounded at Tel-e}Ke- 
bir, but some were brought down here after 
the fight at Kassassin. The hospital was ad- 
mirably clean, and its general order leſt noth- 
ing to de desired. ; 

The doctor told me that most of the cases 
were serious, as the vast majority of wound- 
ed managed to make their way back to their 
homes, and only those unatie to move were, 
after the fight, collected sent in here. 

A large number of the cases were wounded 
by shrapnel shell, and an Egyptian officer 
told me that it was im possihle to stand against 
ourshrapnel when the artillery obtained the 
proper range, which,“ he added, ** fortu- 
nately for us, was not o the case.” He 
remarked that the guns abandoned at Mahu- 
ta, and in the fight of che 9th inst. at Kassas- 
sin, were deserted owing to our shells burst- 
ing at the right range. 

Certainly our victories have been due in 
no slight degree to the terrible effect of the 
artillery fire, and it is clear that, other con- 
dinons being equal, victory will n future be 
with the army whose gunners are the most 
accurate judges of distance.

systematically. Although thus eliminating 
all idea of God, Comte, in the latter years of 
his life, pretended to found a new 
creed, and with this view wrote hi- 
celebrated treatise on Religion 
of. Humanity.” His proselytes have 
never been numerous—not more than 
about 500 in France and perhaps 5,000 or 
6,000 more scattered over England, Awerica, 
and Oceanica, where, however, they are 
strict observers of his precepts and stick to 
his calendar and his ceremonies, Mor- 
ally, Comte’s religion is perfect, as 
it is based upon the mutual duties 
and obligations of man and his neighbor. He

ABOUT SPIDERS. 


Their Prey, Their Courtships, and Theis 
Enemies. 

The Rev. Henry C. Me cock, of Philadel 
phia, who is an interested observer of spiders, 
says, as reported in the Philadelphia Press: 

The destruction of insects by spiders is 
enormous. I have counted 250 insects, 
small and great, hanging entangled 
in one orb-web. In one net in Fair-- 
mount Park 1 counted. thirty-eight 
mosquitoes; in another, hung under a 
vridge at Asbury Park and out of reach, 
there must have been two or three times as 
many. Green-head flies by the legion have 
been seen in the webs that fairly enlace 

oat-houses at Atlantic City “and 
The very small spiders prey 
scopic insects like gnats, and ¢ : 
A giance at the fields, bushes, and 
on a dewy morning in September will 
reveal an innumerable multitude of webs 
spread over the landscape, all occupied by 
spiders of various ages, sizes, and families, 
and all busy destroying the insect pests of 
man. 

There are several species of spiders, dl- 
vided into two classes, the sedentary and the 
wandering spiders. To the first class belong 
che orb-weavers, who make a circular web; 
the line-weavers, whose web is labyrinthlan; 
the tube-weavers, who hang their nests on 
walls or rocks or branches of trees, and 
the tunnel-weavers, who live in tunneis 
eut into the earth and having auto 
matic doors ingeniously contrived. In the 
wand erers are included the cetegrades, whose 
notions are quick and vivacious; the lateri- 
zrades, who have a queer sideways motion, 
and the saltigrades, who jump, dance, 
and vault. The dolomede spider is a swim- 
mer, and lives on or under water. Shebuilds 
her nest on a detached branch of a tree or 
bush, which she makes into a tent. The

Tue use of the spectroscope in weather 
forecasting, recently referred to in Tue 
Tripune, has been tried by the Duke of 
Argyll without any satisfactory results. 
During seven weeks of a yachting cruise he 
never could see, he says, that the “ rain- 
band as viewed through the spectroscope 
had any predictive value. But the ordinary 
anerold barometer was equally useless. It 
would remain unusually high during violent 
rain and severe gales. But Mr. Piazza Sinith, 
who isa better observer with the spectroscope, 
recently made a very successful spectré- 
scopic prediction of fair weather. Tht Duke 
thinks that after all it may be that the laws 
regulating the appearance of the raitband 
may be capable of yielding good results to 
skilled observers, though the skill is Hot 
easily attainable. a 

Some idea of thé importance to Chicago 
and to the consuming markets of the world 
of the range cattle rade may be gained 
from the fact that since May 1, the beginning 
of the season, there have been received at 
the Union Stock-Yaids in this city 400,000 
head. Of this number 270,000 were Texas 
through cattle: the remainder were North- 
ern range cattle. Colorado, Wyoming, Mon- 
tana, and Nebraska were the largest con- 
tributors, though Utah, Dakota, Oregon, and 
the Indian Territory furnished their quota. 
By the end of November, which closes the 
season, Chicago will have received not less 
than 500,000 head of Texas and Northern 
range cattle, which is about one-third of our 
total annual receipts. The bulk of these are 
put into cans by local packers, and shipped 
to all parts of the world. The best qualities 
are taken by dressed-beef shippers, and help 
to supply the New York, New England, and 
Southern markets. 


WE print in another place a communicea- 
tion from the Rev. Clinton Locke setting 
forth the salient features of a new temper- 
ance movement to be inaugurated here short- 
ly under the auspices of the Episcopal 
Church, at the initial meeting of which prom- 
inent English divines of that church will ex- 
plain the movement and show how it has 
worked abroad. In its general character, as 
we understand it, the new movement is in 
harmony with the policy of temperance, 
which has always been urged by Tue Trip- 
UNE, not of prohibition, and we commend.tit 
to those who have the real interests of tem- 
perance at heart as worthy of their sympa- 
thy and encouragement. With the church 
at its back it ought to have a powerful influ- 
ence fer good and to reach numerous persons 
who resolutely refuse to be made temperate 
by compulsory legislauon or to have the law 
invade what they deem to be personal rights. 
The organization and operation of the new 
society wil be looked for with much inter- 
est. 


Tue residents of Wabash avenue south of 
Twenty-third street are the victims of the 
loose and irresponsible system of public im- 
provements which prevaiis in this city. 
‘They paid for the paving of their street last 
spring. More than four months ago the old 
pavement was torn up to enable the gas 
company to overhaul their pipes before the 
new pavement should be laid. During the 
entire summer the street has been a dirt 
road, except where there were loose and 
rotting pine blocks, and the dust has been 
blowing into the houses to the damage of 
furniture and the constant discomfort of 
families. Two or three weeks ago the work 
of paving was begun at the north end, and 
has progressed slowly untilnow the supply 
of asphalt blocks threatens to give 
out. It is already admitted that the 
blocks will not be forthcoming to con- 
tinue the work this fall south of Thirty- 
first street, and there is some doubt 
whether there will be bloeks enough to carry 
it even so far as that before frost shall set in 
and render the pavement insecure. The peo- 
ple have been outraged in this matter. ‘The 
letting of the contract was unaccounhtably 
delayed to begin with, and now the@Asphalt 
Block Company seem to be unprepared to 
furnish the blocks as rapidly as they should, 
or enough of them to complete the work, 
though they have been supplying other 
streets. There has also been some com- 
plaint along the line of the street that tho 
, contractors have not, graded low enough to 
furnish the specified foundation of broken 
stone, and a roller is used only as it can be 
borrowed nights and Sundays from the 
Michigan avenue work. Property-owners 
who improve streets at their expense for the 
the public benelit ought to have some 
remedy for negligence which makes 
their houses almost uninhabitable dur- 
ing a period of several months. If the 
Asphalt Block Company were not prepared 
to supply the material for an expeditious 


urged the adoption of their blocks, and the 
city authorities should not have ordered or 
permitted the old pavement to. be torn up 
months ago unless they were satisfied that 
the work of repairing would go on with

Wuart has become of the movement start- 
ed some months ago to extend the boulevard 
system on Michigan avenue south of Thirty- 
fifth street? Signatures to the necessary 
petition to the City Gunell and the Hyde 
Park Board of Trustees were procured long 
ago largely in excess of the requirements of 
the law. The owners of the abutting prop- 
erty, who must bear the cost of 
the improvement, are almost unanimous- 
ly in favor of the extension, the 
only persons objecting to it dem 
two oa three rich men who own so much 
Michigan avenue property that they are not 
willing to meet their share of the expenses. 
The advantage of carrying the Michigan 
boulevard south to the park was obvious 
from the first. Even if the property-owners 
between Thirty-ütth and Thirty-ninth streets 
were willing to ineur the cust all at once of 
making the improvement uniformiy with 
the boulevard, the city has not the money to 
improve the intersections, and the driveway 
would not be protected from the heavy 
teaming. It has been found tnat the restric- 


| tions on Thirty-tifth street, which is pow the 


turn of the boulevard, are so unjust that they 
have been practically removed by tne Park 
Commissioners, and there is not a continuous 
boulevard approach to the South Parks as 
contemplated by the law. It is under- 
stood that the Park Commissioners are 
willing to aceept the guardianship 
of the boulevard extension in case 
additional allowance fer maintenance 
be voted to chem by the Legislaturg, which 
| would be proper. They ean make the i 

provement gradually by sections, so that

It is one 
of the advances which ere bound to be made 
in the growth of the city, and it is folly to 
delay it, since it imposes no addition to the 
general tax, and will fully recompense the 
property-owners who must pay for it. 


ELEVEN YEARS AFTER THE FIRE. 

Today is the auniversary of the great fire 
of 1871, which, beginning at 8 o’clock on 
Sunday, Oct. 8, continued to rage until mid- 
night on Monday, 9th. By that time it 
had consumed all was combustible in 
its line of march, 

Eleven years have passed since that day of 
desolation and destruction, that day of tears 
and ashes, and even in that brieg time in a 
city of this magnitude that day of sorrow is 
passing away from public memory, and by a 
large proportion of our people has been for- 
gotten or is now only remembered as an 
event which has Jost its painful and distress- 
ing memories, 

Certainly there is little in the appearance 
of the city this October day in 1882 to recall 
the burned city 6f 1871. The city of today 
exhibits no relies of that day. The whole 
city has in that ten years more than 
doubled its population; the extensive dis- 
trict. which was then swept away in ashes 
and smoke is now as free from all traces of 
conflagration as if such things had never 
been, and the great differences that mark the 
boundaries between the “burnt district” 
and that which was not burnt is that the 
former is conspicuous for the great extent, 
the beauty, the solidity, the costliness, and, 
we may add, the general magnificence of its 
architecture; this extensive district, includ- 
ing. many square miles of business and 
residence property, today blooms in the 
grandeur of its palatial improvements, while 
too much of the area whichgescaved the ca- 
lamity retains its primitive simplicity and 
unimproved appearance, 

The city Whose people eleven years ago 
gathered around the ashes of their homes, 
their stores, and their warehouses in sorrow 
and in tears, bow points to the structures 
upon these sites with pride as evidence that 
Mr. W. D. Kerfoot was not alone when he 
announced the day after the fire All lost, 
eXcept wife, batiies, and energy.” 

The eleven years that have intervened, 
though they included the period of the panic, 
under which thé country was 80 grievously 
and generally depressed, have witnessed a 
prosperity hardly ‘equaled in the history 
of cities. Iu all the elements of growth Chi- 
cago has been Hlessed. She has never fal- 
tered or failed. Out of the desolation of the 
fire has been bullt one of the finest cities in 
the land, and even at this early day the vis- 
itor will look in vain tor the “ruins” which 
have been perpetuated only in photographs 
taken hastily béfore the work of reconstruc- 
tion had begun. 

Every branch of industry, numerous new 
manufacturing enterprises, additional trans- 
portation companies, and the general com- 
merce of the city have all enjoyed a growth 
and prosperity which are remarkable beyond 
precedent. 

During those same eleven years the health 
of the city has been unbroken by pestilence; 
the sanitary conditions have been greatly Im- 
proved; the immense parks have been per- 
fected in all their beauty, and much has been 
done to enlarge the cowfort of transporta- 
tion by the opening of new and broad avenues 
and roadways throughout the city.

THE LOCAL CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICTS. 

The Congressional slate in Chicago is prac- 
tically made up, There is but one district— 
Bridgeport—-in which the result is still a 
matter of doubt. The three others are Re- 
publican beyond any peradventure, and the 
candidates have been named. In none of 
these have the dissensions incident to the 
preliminary struggle for the nomination left 
any tormidable rancor. Republicans every- 
where are impressed with the necessity of 
holding every Republican district as the only 
safeguard against Democratic control of the 
next Congress, which is seriously threatened 
by the open breach in the Republican party 
of Pennsylvania, the widespread disaffection 
in New York, and the folly of running two 
Republican candidates in several Republican 
districts scattered over the country. Fortu- 
nately, Chicago may be trusted to return 
three Republicans to Congress—all that was 
expected of this city under the new appor- 
tionpment. 

In the First District the action of the con- 
vention was a surprise. Of three active can- 
didates in the ‘field, Mr. Aldrich, the sitting 
member, was supposed to have secured con- 
trol of the convention. But the Fourth Ward 
delegation proved to be unpledged in fact as 
well as in name, and its independent position 
gave the delegates who were elected in the 
interests of candidates opposed to Mr. Al- 
drich an opportunity to combine with the 
Fourth Ward for the nomination of Mr. Dun- 
ham, who had scarcely been named in the 
preliminary canvass. It is believed that Mr. 
Danham will be much the same sort of 
represelitative of the sterling business inter- 
ests of the First District that Mr. Aldrich 
was. He will probably not be able to take 
rank among the speabers and debaters in 
Congress, but he may be trusted to give close 
attention to the business of Congress and to 
vote with judgment. His etection is fully 
conceded by the Democrats, who have so- 
licited in vain various prominent members 
of their own party to make the race against 
him, The extent of his majority will be de- 
termived by the personal strength or weak- 
ness of the Democratic candidate. 

Whe Second District (Bridgeport) is prac- 
tically surtendeyed to the Democrats. It is 
not likely that the Republicans will even 
make a nomination in that district. In view 
of the strong probability that there will be 
several candidates in the field, the surest way 
of defeating the regular Democratic candi- 
date (Sheridap), whois not a fit man to go to 
Congress from Chicago, is to let the Demo- 
cratic factions fight it out among themselves, 
throwing the Republican vote to the ablest 
man who makes the race. If John F. Fin- 
erty runs as an independent candidate, the 
Repubdtivans of the district may better Vote 
for him than to throw away their votes in a 
vain effort to elect a man from their own party. 
Finerty is a man of brains, education, cour- 


age, and integrity, and it will be more credit» 


to the Democratic party and to Chicago to 
elect him than the regular nominee who has 
been selected. To run a regular Republican 
candidate would be to unite the Democrats 
of the district under the control of the ma- 
chine and lead to Sheridan’s ‘election, 
whereas if Sheridan, Finerty, Curran, and 
Artiey remain in the fight Finerty’s chances 
for election will be extremely guod. 

In the Third District the race is between 
Col. Davis and Mr. Black, and the cainpaign 
will be gentlemanly and quiet. The dissatis- 


tacuon octasioned by the nomination of Col. 


Davis h ee dying out, and will continue 
to fade a there stiall be little left of it 
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on the day of élection. 
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There is nothing to 
justify Republicans in nes 


for the Demoerutie candidate at a time when 
the loss of that district might of itself throw 
the next Congress into Democratic hands, 
Col. Davis’ Congressional experience, more: 
over, enables him to be of increased service 
to his distriet and His party, and the disap 
pointed aspirations of other Republicans in 
the district will not induce the Republican 
voters to help eleet a Democrat to misrepre- 
sent a Republican constituency. 

The Republicans have more reason to be 
satisfied with the condition of things in the 
Fourth District (North Division) than in any 
of the other home districts, The sitting 
member (Mr. Farwell) decliied to be a candi- 
date for re@lection, and the convention se- 
lected Mr. George E. Adams, who promises 
to take a higher position in Congress as a 
public man than any Chicago member has 
taken for a number of years. He is a man 
of education, who is @pable of studying po- 
litical sclence, who is likely to reach wise 
conclusions as to questions which arise, and 
who can makea telling exposition of his 
views on the floor of Congress when the oc- 
casion presents itself. His Democratic com- 
petiior has not yet been named, and the op- 
position will probably find as much difficaity 
in persuading a prominent man to secrifice 
himself as they are finding in the First Dis- 
trict.” The election of Mr. Adams in the 
Fourth District is as well assured as that of 
Mr. Dunham in the First and Col. Davis in 
the Third District. ' 

Altogether the Congressional situation in 
Chicago is very satisfactory. More talent 
for public affairs might have been found on 
the whole; and candidates might have been 
selected who would attract to themselves 
greater National reputation in Congress. 
But matters have shaped themselves so 4s 
to warrant full confidence in the retention af 
three Ropubliean members from Chicago, and 
the election of men who fully appreciate the 
commercial aud political importance of this 
great city. 
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RELIGION AN) THE HUMAN MIND. 

In connection with the death of the late 
Dr. Pusey, anda discussion of his peculiar 
“high-chuarch” doctrines and the effect they 
have had upon the constituency of the 
Established Church, the London Spectator 
propounds a question as to the fraginentary 
acceptance of al! religious ideas, and seeks 
tor a reply. It isan old and somewhat trite 
question, and tee answer glven is not al- 
together satisfactory. It appears as if the 
Spectator had been forced to it for want ofa 
better, aud was not altogether satisfied with 
it. Still the processes by which it arrives at 
its conclusion are somewhat Interesting, and 
worth reproduction. 

The Spectator bases its general siatement 
upon a view of the results of Puseyism upon 
the minds, not the hearts, of English people. 
It finds that its victory was of a patchwork 
character, “One wouldachave fancied ante- 
cedently that such a system of thought, 80 
definit and so trenchant, would either have 
been rejected or accepted by all- whom it 
reached and who were qualified to under- 
stand it, or at least by a majority; but that 
was notoriously not the case.” That is to 
say, the new ideas of Dr. Pusey were te- 
ceived by one mah with enthusiasm and re- 
jected by another man with contempt, though 
in all essentials the two men were alike. 
Persons who wereequally intelligent, pious, 
and well educated differed in their modes of 
treating the new ideas, some accepting, some 
unmoved, and others bitterly hostile. “There 
is not @ parish England where every 
churchman is a Puseyite, searcely a family 
where, though all gecept the church, some 
one member is nat, as, regards high teaching, 
avowedly heretical. The faith, if portrayed 
on a map ot England, would be marked in 
little patehes, and every patch would need 

interior circles to be accurate.”’ 
© Using Puseyism ‘as its illustration, the 
Spectator applies its fundamental idea to all 
religions, and the manner of its application 
may be best understood by a few * 
says: 

Christiavity was founded by Jews, preach y 
Jews, died for by Jews, yet Jews are only 
people living directly and always within its ia- 
tiuence upon whom, in teen hundred fears, 
that creed bas made no fa pression at all. They 
have shown themsetves the most receptive of 
races ofall systems of thought, excerpt 
single one, There are probably more Jew Kau- 
tians than Jew Christians. Christianity is 
Asiatic, yet between it and most Asiatic races 
there seems to exist some invisible wall, capubie 


of being werced, for it is pierced for individuals, 
yet as a whole as durable as adamant. 


And again, speaking of the Jews: 


Think of the way in which European ideas as 
to the Whence and Whither must press upon 
the Jews of the West—of the million channels 
through which they must assault Jewish intel- 
lieences, of the steady weight, as of agp atmos- 
phere, which Jew minds must feel, compelling 
them to accept what all aroudd them have 
acéepted—and then judge of the resisting pow- 
er. It is dot as if Jewa did not perceive or ap- 
preciate religious ideas; they comorebend all 
ideas, It is aa etrange as if were were men who 
felt the movement of air, but not the arrival of 
an east wind; whose skins were actually not 
cooled, whose frames were actually unosbaken, 
when that particular breeze was biowing. Yet 
the resistance of the Jews to Christianity ig not 
one whit more wonderful, except for its dura- 
tion, than the resistance of otber minds to other 
religious ideas; than the resistance of French- 
men, for instance, who, of all peopies, produced 
the most convinced Protestants, to the 
acceptance of the retormed faith. 


The above extracts clearly illustrate the 
Spectator’s question and bring us to its an- 
swer. In a kind of degpair it can find no 
other reply than that the refusal to accept is 
involuntary, not voluntary, and a failure not 
of will but of power; In other words, that 
there are certain minds which cannot be 
penetrated by these ideas. They do not will 
the rejection of the ideas, but they are not 
able to absorb them. In the mournful 
language of the Spectator: If Christianity 
is true at all, as most of us in some way be- 
lieve, by far the saddest fact and the most 
inexplicable factof the world is its failure 
to reach the brains, not to mention the hearts, 
of the majority of human beings. Does not 
part of that failure result from a lacking 
power in the receptacle ?” 
The Spectator might have pushed its in- 
quiry much further, and, to have been con- 
sistent, should have been more comprehen- 
sive. All that it says 80 eloquently and 
plaintively applies to all other ideag. Social, 
artistic, esthetic, scientific, and metaphys- 
ical ideas meet with the same kind of recep- 
tion, though not to so universal an extent, 
when they are first ddvanced. Men accept 
them or reject them as they believe them or 
disbelieve them, and in some cases they are 
so absorbed in the pressing necessities of the 
struggle for existence that they have no time 
to give them thought, and are consequently 
indifferent to them. There is ho half-way 
station. Men are either convinced and ac- 
cept, or they let the idea alone altogether. It 
is more a question of belief among intelli- 
cent persons than of any deficit in the mind, 
as it seems to us, and the uneducated or su- 
persiitions cannot be expected to accept 
what they cannot understand. If religious 
ideas carry conviction to certain minds only, 
and not to the general mind, and if re 

igion advances by jumps rather than 
rushes, never affecting all ‘it touches, 
may it not be explained upon this 
hypothesis: that religion is a matter of 
faith rather than of AA and 
that it is only fractions of a given num- 
ber of persons who have faith strong enough 
to aceept.a doctrine which they cannot 
prove? Faith is uot an element of the in- 
tellect or an attribute of the brain. If it 
were we should not be confronted with the 
constant reality that many highly intellect- 
ual persons reject the religious i 
men had faith, all men would believe; but 
faith is not to be secured by intellectual proe- 
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ess. Faith in spiritual ings is a spiritual | 
process. We can have fa 


- in intellectual 
things because we can prove them, and our 
faith goes even further than this, and will 
accept many things upon the basis of anal- 
ogy or experience, but the faith in religion 
being of the spirit must be judged by the 
spirit, and is not controlled by the laws 
which regulate other ideas. “1f Christianity 
is true at all, as most of us in some way be- 
lieve, by far the saddest fact and the most in- 
explicable fact of the worid is its failure to 
reach the brains, not to mention the hearts, 
of the majority of human beings.

THE JULY WHEAT CASE. 

Judge Gardner yesterday rendered his de- 
cision in the case of the alleged July wheat 
corner. It will be remembered that the 
transactions in July wheat on the Board of 
Trade of this city were unusually large. 
The sales 6f No. 2spring were very great, 
and exceeded by many millions of bushels 
the quantity possible to obtain. The pur- 
chasers at the end of July demanded the 
difference in cash between the prices at 
which they bought and the price ruling at the 
close of the month. Large numbers of sell- 
ers, or shorts,“ defaulted and applied to 
the board under the rules for a committee of 
arbitration, which was appointed, and which 
committee, after a long investigation, made 
an award, generally finding for the longs, 
though at a reduced price; Under the rules, 
the board has a right to enforce compliance 
with this award evento the extent of ex- 
pelling members who refuse to comply with 
the ruling of the committee. 

The shorts then applied to Judge Gardner, 
and obtained an injunction restraining the 
Directors and the Board of Trade generally 
from taking any action under its rules to en- 
force the finding of the Committee of Arbi- 
tration. Judge Gardner, in the opinion 
which we publish this morning, dissolves the 
injunction already issued on the ground that 
the court has no jurisdiction in the case; 
that whatever remedy the shorts“ have is 
to be found in the courts of law; and that 
the court of chancery had no jurisdiction to 
grant the prayer of the ball. Judge Gardner 
decided this question upoR the authority of 
an exactly similar case—that of Sturges, de- 
cided by the Supreme Court of Lilinois—but 
the complainants, not deterred by that fact, 
asked leave to take an appeal to that same 
Supreme Court. This appeal, of course, 
postpones any final decision in the case for 
some considerable time,

A NEW FREAK OF FASHION. 

The latest freak of fashion forebodes an ir- 
ruption of banjo. Hitherto this instrument 
has been addicted to valgar haunts, and 
many of its habits have been decidedly low. 
The highest plane of respectability it has« 
ever reached has been the minstrel show, 
and from the burnt-cork stage down to the 
lowest of side-street dives it has been found 
flourishing luxuriantly, and keeping com- 
pany with disreputable persons. It has made 
desperate efforts to get into the circus, but 
as there is an aggressive moral tone to the 
ring, which is constantly Illustrated in the 
addresses of the ringmaster to the audience 
as well as in his rebukes of the clown when 
he ventures to presume upon his. familiarity 
with people, the banjo has never progressed 
nearer the big tent than the sideshow, where 
it has held a doubtful posiuon between the 
Fat Woman and the Circassian Girl, at a re- 
duced price. Now, however, the esthetic 
leaders of fashion, whe rescued the heron 
trom his native marsh, the cattail from its 
00zy swamp, and the sunflower from odorous 
back yards, have dragged up the banjo, neck 
and heels, from its low surroundings, and, 
iretting it with silver, twining it with rib- 
bons, and hand-painting its tightened breech, 
have installed it in the drawing-room, amid 
other plebelans who have been dragged up in 
like manner, much to the disgust of ormolu 
and buhl and the other aristocratic proper- 
ties of modern estheticism. 

Asnoamount of argument or ingenuity 
can make the banjo a thing of beauty, and as 
it cannot go on exhibition as a decoration 
nor fit into cabinets, for its native associa- 
tions always cling to it, this hoodlum 
which has thus suddenly found its way 
into boudoirs i furbished up with a 
veneer of respectability and is utilized 
for its music. This gives a lady an op- 
portunity to hang it by preity ribbons 
over her shoulder like a Gitana’s guitar ora 
troubadour’s lute, which she could not cun- 
veniently do with a cabinet organ or piano, 
and to languish over its dull strumming strings 
and display a pretty hand or arm. It is 
stated that one of the New York teachers ot 
this instrument counts among, the players 
who have risen to distinction under his tul- 
tion Earl Dunraven, Lady Randolph Church- 
ill, née Miss Jerome, Miss M. B. Patterson, 
the favorit granddaughter of ex-President 

ohnson, George Law Jr., James Gordon 
Bennett, Arthur Claflin, Miss Carleton, 
daughter of the publisher, Miss Kingsland, 
C. D. Arthur, nephew of the President, 
Lieut. H. J. Slocum, United States army, 
Charles Harriman, Pierre Noel, Miss 
Matthews, a daughter of Edward Matthews, 
Frank Work, George Mallory, a grandson of 
ex-President Tyler, and Ludiow Patton. It 
is also well known that Miss W. A. Bigelow, 
the two Misses May, sisters of Frederick 
May, Christine Nilsson, Clara Louise Kel- 
logg, and Annie Louise Cary-Raymond play 
the instrument. It is probable that many 
other distinguished people., hitherto unsus- 
pected, are addicted to the banjo, but have 
kept it a secret, not liking to be identified 
with so vulgar an instrument, just as many 
delicate creatures who in the publie restau- 
rant affect lady-fingers, charlotte russes, and 
other dainties will when they are unob- 
served at home slip into pantries and devour 
cold steak, or pick chi¢ken-bones, and sit 
down to a midnight lunch with a bosom 
friend on bread, cheese, and beer. Now 
that it has become fashionable, however, it 
will probably be found that banjo-playing on 
the sly has been common, and that people 
who have been considered respectable and 
moral have all the time indulged in this se- 
eret sin. Possibly, éven some church mem- 
bers may confess that they have yielded to 
temptation and exposed. themselves to dis- 
cipline by occult efforts to extract the Es- 


sence of Old Virginny from concealed ban- 


jos. 

Now that the banjo has been installed in 
the parlor there will probably be an oppor- 
tunity for other low-down instruments to 
take a frogt seat in the boudoirs of beauty. 
Some of them are even more deserving of the 
place than the banjo as holding a higher 
technical rank by reason of the difficulties 
they presentin the way of execution. The 
banjo is a tempter to musical mediocrity be- 
cause any one who has twenty minutes to 
spare can learn to play it without a teacher; 
though now that it has become esthetic pro- 
fessors of the instrument will spring up from 
low places and be fount with boiled shirts in 
aristocratic quarters lessons at $3 
each, extra charge for downs, and the 
acrobatic style, such as it in the air, 
playing it upside down, or behind the back. 
It does not seem just, however, that the 


banjo should be allowed the monopoly of the 
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boudoir, The accordion has a bad reputa- 
tion, but in. reality it is a nobler instrument 
than the banjo, and is full of senti- 
ment when it is not wheezy. In the 
hands. @f one truly great it can be 
made to do very dulcet work. The xyllo- 
phone, too, has never had a fair show, not- 
withstanding its very aristocratic name, and 
tor showing off a pretty set of teeth noth- 
ing can equal the jewsharp. For develop- 
ment of the chest there is nothing better 
than the trombone, which, like the banjo, 
has been contaminated by associations, for 
it is very well known that all. trombone- 
players are grossiy immoral persons, hav- 
ing been known not only to contaminate 
fiddlers with whom they may play, but to 
ruin the character of performers upon the 
ophicleide and bass drum, who are gener- 
ally supposed to be vestals in the way of 
purity. As the monkey has long been a pet 
in aristocratic eireles, why should 4 place 
be refused to its peripatetic companion, the 
handorgan, which has great capabilities 
when properly ground, and is capable of 
opera? All these despised and rejected in- 
struments can present stronger claims and 
show certificates of better moral character 
than the banjo, and shouid be allowed to 
take a partof the cake at least. It may be 
that the fair devotees of the banjo do not 
see that there is a hidden danger in all 
this business. The tamvourine has craftily 
crept into the drawing-room, ostensibly as an 
ornament. It has kept very quiet, suffering 
itself to be adorned and suspended as an 
article of bijouterie. It is now joined by its 
old friend the banjo. How long will it be 
before we find the other members of this 
brazen crowd boldly stalking in to the bow- 
ers of beauty, and when the bones have 
joined the tambourine and banjo, what then 
remains but to black up and join in a general 
breakdown or heel-and-toe jig for the cham- 
pionship of Dearborn avenue? Were Oliver 
Goldsmith’s Chinaman alive he would be led 
to comment upon the Strangeness of human 
nature and the thinness of the partition be- 
tween the esthetic dilettantism and negro 
delineation. The African strumming upon 
his pumpkin-gourd and the fashionable belle 
strumming upon her banjo show closeness of 
kin, though there may be difference of skin. 
lt requires little scratching to find the banjo 
under each, which shows that Nature leaves 
no gaps between species. 
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ORT AND THE LABOR QUESTION. 
New York labor organization, represent- 
fifty trades-unions, haS senta singular 
letter to the Committee on Education and 
Labor of the United States Senate, This 
committee, with the exception of a traveling 
sub-committee which is looking up the sub- 
ject of the recent strikes, has decided to 
meet in Newport. The advantages of this 
charming resort for acool examination into 
the subject before the committee are obvious 
at first glance to any statesman, or any one 
who has the calibre to understand politics. 
Newport is so situated that the prevailing 
winds at this time of year reach it after pass- 
ing over a stretch of cooling water. The 
New York trade-unioniséts request the com- 
mittee to come to New York for the absurd 
reason that they cannot themselves go fo 
Newport. They urge that men who earn 
barely enough to keep their families alive 
cannot afford to incur the expense of a jour- 
ney to Newport even for the privilege of 
giving testimony before a committee of Sen- 
ators. They forget entirely that New York 
weather at this time is often as oppressive as 
at any other period of the year, and that few 
of the great capitalists who live at Newport 
have yet returned to the metropolis, 

As far as is known the offer of the work- 
ingmen to testify was entirely unprovoked. 
‘The Senators had not asked them to do so. 

use the committee had been instructed 
to look into the relations of labor and capital, 
and so forth, these trades-unionists leaped 
to the conclusion that their experiences and 
the facts which they could communicate 
would be regarded as pertinent by the com- 
mittee. But they do not know these Sen- 
ators. Ordinary men may have to go to the 
seats of commerce and manufactures to look 
for the facts of labor and capital, but the 
Senate Committee on Education and Labor 
can find out at Newport all it wants to know. 

Newport is in Rhode Island. Rhode 
Island is famous for its clambakes. Clams 
are fish, and fish is a food especially stimu- 
lating to the brain of Senators. They have 
to investigate the relations of labor and 
capital, and at Newport capital is more 
abundant than at any other American water- 
ing-place. Families abound on every side 
whose living expensesrange from $5,000 to 
$10,000 a menth, and which keep retinues of 
French cooks at editorial salaries. 

As for labor, their other subject of investi- 
gation, the Senators will furnish that them- 
selves. They are ready and anxious to work 
at Newport just as laburiously as President 
Arthur did in his recent investigation there 
ofthe operations of capital. Senators are 
ceaseless toilers for this kind of knowledge. 
At Newport the subjects of labor and capital 
are spread before them in a way that will be 
both fascinating and intelligible. If they 
are prostrated by the labor of penetrating 
the mysteries of Newport capital it will be 
easy to adjourn their sessions to the bass- 
fishing grounds of the St. Lawrence. 

New York trades-unionists appear to be 
able to look only at the unpleasant features 
ofasubject of which the Senatorial Com- 
mittee has found so bright a side. ‘They 
protrude the facts that men are working in 
the most exgensive eity in the world to live 
in for 17 cents an hour; that shop-girls earn 
so little that they cannot keep body and soul 
together unless they sell the soul to main- 
tain the body; that apprerticeship is dis- 
couraged ; that skilled labor is disappearing; 
and that the working classes are driven to 
such a condition of social inferiority that po- 
litical independence and virtue are dying out 
of them. The address concludes with the 
statement that it is the petition of 80,000 in- 
dustrious men of average intelligence, whose 
labor barely suffices to Keep the wolf from 
the door. Obviously, these men may be ex- 
cellent workmen, but there is one trade they 
have not learned. Good mechanics they 
may be, but one “machine” they know 
nothing about.

Bostox, Oct. 7.—Gen. Butler's letters of 
acceptance of the Democratic and National 
Greenback nominations for Governor will be 
printed tomorrow.

IN REGARD TO FREE TRADE 
Gen. Butler quotes the jadicious tariff which 
has stood in the Democtfatic platform since 
Jefferson’s time, and adds nothing thereto.

Curious Facts About the Coverings for 


Our Feet—How and Where They Are 

Made—French, German, and Spanish 

Styles—The Sabot, Patteus, and diess. 
New York Times. 

Nowadays we do not hear as much as we 

once did of the folly of wearing very thin 


shoes. Wecan all remember the havoc that 


vanity used to play in old-fashioned novels 
when heroines innumerable were carried off 
by consumption brought about by wearing 
shoes with “ brown-paper soles,” etc. Gay’s 
injunction, * Let firm, well-mannered soles 
protect thy feet,“ is no longer quite so nec- 
essary now that even dancing-shoes are well 
and seusibly made, and walking-shoes are 8o 
tasty that the most fashionable belle 
need seek nothing more becoming. The 
practical element has invaded every 
department of home life, and in spite 
of the continued outery against high heels 
and cramped toes, there is no doubt that ex- 
tremes in either are no longer so common as 
they were even a few years ago, and that 
even the so-called French heel of today is 
moderate in dimensions compared to those 
in use some forty years since, to say nothing 
of the improvements we notice if we com- 
pare them with the erections upon which 
women had infinit difficuity in bdalancing 
themselves in the days of the French Re- 
gency. The shoes known today as Louis 
XV. are representatives of the least outré of 
that period, and altogether there is a manhi- 
fest tendency to common-sense in the matter 
of shoes. 

Many tashionable ladies would be sur- 
prised to learn how very many of the French 
shoes and boots which they consider superior 
to all that America can produce are in real- 
ity of home manufacture, AM that there are 
scarcely any shoes imported for the Amert- 
ean warket, and none at all for New York. 
On the contrary, there is considerable export 
trade, and families living in Paris, with all 
the manifold marvels of the Palais Royal 
and boulevards at their disposal, order their 
boots from New York, whose manufactories 
stand unrivaled for the finish and style of 
their shoes. The leather alone comes from 
foreign sources, that employea by the best 
manufacturers mainly from France—French 
kid, either polished or dull, the latter be- 
ing known in the trade as mat kid, 
forming the staple material for the purpose 
of uppers. This kid, either dressed or un- 
dressed, is found better suited for wear than 
any other kind. So-called morocco is of 
home production, and is generally made from 
South American goat-skins, tanned and ex- 
pressly prepared for the native manufactur- 
ers. ‘The finest shoes in the trade are made 
in New York itself, and many of those which 
tind their way to the West and are manufact- 
ured in assachusetts are made upon 
lasts furnished by firms in this city. In 
spite of the vast improvements made in ma- 
ehinery and the extent to which it is em- 
ploved in this industry, the dest shoes are 
always hand-finished and very geueraliy 
hand-made, and in this we find the reason 
for the high price of American as compared 
with foreign shoes. 

English work stands high for durability 
and the care bestowed upon it, but it is gen- 
erally wanting in finish and style. English 
mechanics coming here are considered val- 
vable workmen on account of their thor- 
oughness, but always subjected to a certain 
drilling before they are equal to the require- 
ments of the American wmanufacturer. 
French shoes and French workmen, on the 
other hand, are noted for the lightness and 
style of their work, but almost equally so for 
its want of durability; itis in the combina- 
tion of the excellence of both that the Amer- 
ican expert siands unrivaled at his trade as 
shoemaker. German shoes have nothing to 
recommend them to the American public, 
who would as soon think of wearing a 
cabot as a boot imported from Germany. 

It is a satisfaction to find, upon inquiry, 

heels are entirely out of fashion in 
children’s boots, What are known as spring“ 
heels only being adopted; that is to say, just 
sufficient increase of sole at the heel to raise 
it above the level. 

This, at least, is an improvement in the 
right direction. Whatever sacrifice fashion 
may demand of the society belle, it is satis- 
factory to find that our childreu are not to be 
unnecessarily tortured. 

Although, as we have said, the finest 
shoes in the trade are those made in New 
York itself. there is no question that the per- 
fection which the manufacture has attained 
is largely due to the energy and enterprise 
of the Massachusetts mechanics. In Lynn 
more particularly, ever since its first settle- 
ment, the making of boots and shoes has 
been a very promiuent industry. Women’s 
shoes, more especially, are made in enor- 
mous quantities, and at very cheap rates. 
One hundred and twenty years ago a Weish- 
man, named John Adam Dagyr, who bad set- 
tled at Lynn, rose to opulenee by his great suc- 
cess as a shoemaker. During the Revolution- 
ary war the supply of shoes for army was 
mainly drawn from Massachusetts, and the 
trade assumed considerable proportions, but 
after the Declaration of Independence so 
many English and French shoes were im- 
ported by speculators that trade languished, 
to revive once more in Lynn, where in 1788 
the export of women’s shoes amounted to 
over 100,000 pairs. Ten years later the trade 
had so far increased that 300,000 pairs were 
sent out, mainly to the South, and from that 
date to the present it has gone ou steadily in- 
creasing, until the production is estimated at 
12,000,000 pairs, of a value amounting to some 
$15,000,000 and giving employment to over 
10,000 operatives. The boo.» and shoes man- 
ufactured in Massachusetts are of the cheap- 
er kinds and mainly for women and children, 
in prices ranging from 15 or W cents a pair 
to 84 or 85. It is all“ sewed” work, the 
bottoms being mainly put on by the machine 
known as McKay’s, which sews through the 
outsole, insole, and upper. When the bot- 
toms are not sewn on by machine, they are 
called “turns,” or shoes in making which 
the sole is attached while the shoe is turned 
inside out, and which is returned again for 
tinishing. 

The manufacturing and selling of leather 
and other materials used in the shoe trade is 
wainly carried on at Boston, and the value 
of the goods of this kind shipped from that 
city Was rated in 1874 at 81,375,000. In the 
same year the shipment of shoes from Bos- 
ton to towns outside of New Eng! was 
estimated at over 55,000,000 pairs. Although 
the finest shoes are hand made and finished, 
great interest attaches to the various im- 
provements in machinery which have 
taken place during the last fifty or 
sixty years. The first attempt to introduce 
machinery uvon a large scale was made in 
Eugland in 18.9. when a patent was granted for 
a method of riveting soles and heels to the 
uppers Iustead of sewing them together; and 
the famous engineer, Brunel, was the first to 
introduce the machine jnto a factory where 
the manufacture of sh was carried on by 
the invalid soldiers uf Chelsea Hospital for 
the supply of the army. But this English 
machine tell into disfavor, and it was fol- 
lowed by the general adoption of the Aweri- 
can factory system and the use of the Ameri- 
can machinery. It would be impossi- 
ble to etuumerate the various novelties 
and improvements in machinery which 
have been made in United States since 
the iuvention of the wooden peg in fastening 
the cheaper kinds of boots and shoes by 
Joseph Walker in 1818. One of the most iui- 
portant of such machines is the pegguig-ina- 
chine, for which six different patents were 
* in 1851, and wich was perfected in 

860, since When it has been in general use. 
By this machine two pairs of women’s shoes 
in a minute, ana two, three, 
rows of pegs can be 
the same time. Equally im- 
portant is the sule-sewing machine, by 
means of which nearly 100 pairs of women’s 
shoes are furnished with soles in an hour, 
and 800 pairs sewn as the result of a da\’s 
work ts considered fair. This is the McKay 
machine already named, the iucome 
from the royalties upon its use amounts to 
over $600,000. A machine-made boot passes 
through 28 different hands. and a pair fin- 
ished by hand through 33. That is, of course, 
in manufactories; in small shops oue man 
can complete a pair alone, but in so doing he 
will pass it through i distinet operations, 
rhe wechanics employed in New York are 
maluly foreigners, Irish and Italiana making 
the workmen, although Germans and 
Swedes are largely employed.

ELECTION MARSHALS. 


A Request for Supervisors to Scrutinize 
athe Elections, 

A petition was filed Saturday in the United 

States Circuit Court by D. W. Clark, John 


O'Neill. A. J. Galloway, and John Vander- | 


poel for the appointment of supervisors of 
elections for the City of Chicago, which em- 


braces part of the First and Fourth and all of 
the Second and Third Congressional Dis- 
tricts of the State. The petitioners repre- 
sent that they are citizens in ay standing ; 
that the cit hes more than 000 inhabit- 
ants; that on the 7th of No- 
vember next an election will be held 
in each of the above Congressional districts 
of one Representative to Congress, accord- 
ing to Sec. 25, of Chapter 2 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States. By the laws 
of the State itis provided that there shal 
be a registration of legal voters priorto this 
election, Which registration will begin Oct. 
17, and the Pore represent that they are 
desirous of having such registration and 
election guarded and scrutinized to the end 
that an honest and fair election of Repre- 
sentatives ta Congress may be had. After 
giving the boundaries of the various dis- 
tricts and the number of voting-rrecincts 
in each ward they ask that supervisors may 
be appointed for each voting district in the 
manner provided by Secs. 2011 and 2012 of 
the Revised Statutes.

Burning Ceke on Locomotives a be- 
cided Successe—No Reason Why the 
City Should Lounger Put Up With the 
Smoke Nuisance, 


Mr. C. D. Law, Superintendent ot the 
Western Division of the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne & Chicago Railroad, informed a 
TRIBUNE representative yesterday that the 
Fort Wayne Road is now burning coke on 
all its switching engines in the city and the 
engines drawing the accommodation trains 
of the road with the greatest success. Mr. 
Law says that the more he tries the new ex- 


periment the better he likes it. There is no 
reason, he says, why every road centering in 
this city should not burn coxe instead of 
coal within the city-limits, and thus abate 
the swoke nuisance. He finds the expense 
for burning coke but little in excess of that 
for burning coal. The cost of coke on 
his engines is about 20 per cent 
more than coal, but he uses 
from 15 to 0 per cent less in weight, and it 
gives far greater satisfaction thay the burn- 
ing of coal, avoid much annoyance and 
trouble. He says no alteration is necessary 
Ou the locomotive to adapt them for the con- 
Suu ption of coke, as the coal-burning engines 
thus far in use make just as good steam with 
coke as with coal, 

This statement ought to settle the question 
whether coke can be successfully used on 
coal-burning engines or not, and there is no 
reason why the city authorities should not 
prosecute with the utmost vigor all railroad 
companies and tug-owners who insist upon 
burning coal and continue to violate the 
smoke ordinance. 


The Management of the West Side 
Union Depot. 

A meeting of the managers of the railroads 
using the Union Passenger Station on the 
West Side was held yesterday at the Grand 
Pacific Hotei for the purpose of taking some 
action regarding its management. The 
agreement between the roads using the depot 
provides that the Board of Management, 
which consists of the General Managers of 
the roads interested, should control its man- 
agemeut by — action.

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{ THE JULY WHEAT DEAL. 


Judge Gardner Denies the Relief 
Asked For by the Re- 
pudiators. 


— 


He Says 
No Jurisdiction in the 
Matter, 


And Thus Follows the Previous De- 
cisions of the Supreme 
Court. 


It will be remembered that in July last the 
market for No. 2spring wheat was in a very 
largely oversold condition, that the vis- 
ible supply of that article h and in the in- 
terior was of so inconsequential amount 
that if it all could have been thrown on the 
market there would have been no rélief for 
the oears. On the last day of July a number 
or the bears defaulted to an aggregate of 
about 4,000,000 bushels. In accordance with 
the rules of the Board of Trade, a committee 
was appointed to take testimony and deter- 
mine a settling price. During the greater part of 
August the committeej was in session. Nu- 
merous witnesses were examined‘and the com- 
mittee found that the settling price was what 
the Krain had sold for in the open market on 
the last day of July—$1.35. The bears re- 
fused to settle at that price. and, fearful that 
they might be —1— under the rules of 
the board, applied for an injunction restraln- 
ing the Board of Trade from doing anything 
of a disciplinary character. A temporary in- 

unction was issued. The case was arcued 

y counsel about ten days ago, and yesterday 
Judge Gardner rendered his decision deny- 
ing the relief asked on the ground of want 
of jurisdiction. Following is the

But, assuming the contracts with Armour and 
Kershaw and others io their interest to be void, 
and all proceedings looking to their enforcement 
as Illegal. and assuming, Kule 27 to be void and 

proceedings under it to be irregular, and 
granting that the Board of Directors of the 
Board of Trade will under their ruies proceed to 
expel the com piainants for their defaults under 
the contracts and failure to settle at the price 
attempted to be fixed under the rules, has this 
courtany jurisdiction or power to prevent it? 

Numerous cases, in courts of other States ana 
of Eugiand, are cited to sustain the position of 
complainants in demanding the action of this 
court, and many of them appear to be in point 
and well reasoned. 

To these authorities the defendant cites in op- 
position the case of Sturges vs. the rd of 
Trade—86 III., I. In that case Sturges filed 
bis bill in the Cook County Circuit Court. alleg- 
ing, as stated in the opinion, that certain pro- 
ceedings had taken piace before the Board of 
Trade and its officers, relating to a proposition 
or demand for the expulsion of appellant from 
membership in that incorporation u certain 
charges, which proceedings, it is alleged, were 
irrerular, and in violation of the reguiations of 
the board; that the President and Directors are 
inimical to appeliant, and desire to expel him 
from said board, whetmer he be guilty or not 
guilty; and that they have proceeded to ballot, 
and to ask all the members to vote upon the 

uesnon of bis expulsion; that by ingenious and 
ctitious reports made by them to the board 
they have created a prejudice afainst him, and 
that he is in dauger of being expelied.’’ A tem- 
ry injunction was granted by the Cirouit 
rt, answer fiied, and the injunction dissolved 
u the bearing. On appeal the decree was 
attired, and the Supreme Court seems to put it 
upon the groucd that the taws of 
CHANCERY HAD NO JURISDICTION 
to grant the relief prayed for. Theysay: “It 
is very clear that the bill in the case presents no 
case warranting the intervention of a court of 
chancery. The rule laid dowa in Baxter vs. The 
Board of Trade, 88 III., 146, must guvern tuis 
case. itis there sbown that even if a member 
may resort to the courts fur a remedy in such 
cases be must go to a court of law”—and the 
decree of the Circuit Court was allirmed. 

An examination of the bill in that case dis- 
closes Unat it contained ailegations of irre- 
parable iojury to the complainant upon the 
threatened expulsion, and of the value to bim, 
in a business way, of bie memvership, in sub- 
stance like those of the bill in the case at bar, 
and it is difficult for this court to see why the 
two cases, as made by the bills, are in any essen- 
tial respect unlike. lu one feature the present 
cake is not so strong as the Sturges case. In 
that case the proceedings bad actually reached 
the point where the balioting was actually going 
on, while in the present case no charges oven 
have been preferred aguinst the compiainants. 
But in their essential features they are so sub- 
stautialiy alike that | must follow the ruling in 
the Sturges case and dissolve the injuaction. 

Order accordingly. 

Judge Lawrence filed suggestions of dam- 
ages, stating that “only” lawyers’ fees 
would be charged.

A VILLAGE PHILOSOPHER. 


The Story of a Fisherman Who Studied 
Fish as Well as Ganght Them—A Co- 
laborer with Acassiz and Storer. 

Provincetown (Mans.) 2 New York Even- 


In a little shop by the water side that bears 
Over its door a modest sign to the purport 
that pure cod-liver oil“ is manufactured there 
I met receotly the Elibu Burritt of the village 
Oapt. N. E. Atwooa—by birth and calling a piain 
fisherman, yet who by bis own exertions bas 
placed himseif on a piane with eminent scien- 
tio minds of bis day, and bas won for bimseif 
not only their respect, but intimate companion- 
ship. Long ago Prof. Agassiz said of him, 
ina printed testimonial: “I have,known him 
for nineteen years. He has been steadily en- 
gaged in scientific pursuits. coucerning the nat- 
ural history of fishes, and has made most valu- 
able contributions to ichthyology. My inter- 
course with him bas been constant and inti- 
mate.“ Dr. Storer, in his famous work on the 
hen and fisheries of Massachusetts is equally 
flattering. HKeferring to the fact that be had 
named a new speciesof shark discovered by 
Capt. Atwood,Obarcharias At woodi, he observes: 
“He is more conversant with tne history and 
habits of fishes north of Cape Cod than any indi- 
Musi with whom [am acquainted. ... He 
is our best practical ichthyologist.”” And he 
implores succeeding scientists to hesitate before 
oer expunge the name from their encia- 

ure. 

In 1868, largely at the instance of Prof. Agas- 
siz, he deliv twelve lectures in the Lowell 
Institute course, on the natural history of fish- 
es, woich were exceedingty well received. These 
carried bim into the Massachusetts Senate,

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Prof. Proctor’s Views About Comets 
and Their Peentltari ies, 
To the Bditer of te New York Herat: Dur- 
ing the last two years many comets, some 
of chem bright ones, bave been seen, and from 
ali sides the question reaches me, Do we know 
more abdut comets than we did two years ago? 
I wish that I could bonestly answer, We know a 
great deal more; but I cannot. Still, something 
bas been added to our knowledge, and, unless I 
mistake, although that somethwe may in itself 
be slicht, the manner in which it bas been 
learned is such that the small modicum of new 
truth is fal of promise. 
Isuppose every one who reads these lines 
knows pretty well what are vow the cbief difli- 
culties in cometic science. We want to know. 
why, as the comet approaches the sun, it throws 
out ali arovad it, but caiefiy toward the sun, the 
luminous appendage we call the coma or bair— 
realiy,6 far as we can judge,a nebulous or 
gaseous envelope. We want next to know why 
the matter thus thruwn out seems to become 
subject to a repulsive force by which it is 
strongly driven from the sun to form what is 
called the qpmet’s tall. We want to know bow 
much of the light of the comet's nsucieus (or 
brightest part), coma or nebulous surrounding, 
and tail is due to the mere retiection of suntight 
and how much is inverent. Alen. having ascer- 
tained beyond ull possibility ot doubt or cavil 
that part of the light, in all three cases is inber- 
ent, we want to know bow suilicient beat is ac- 
quired to raise nucleus, coma, and tail to actual 
inberent juminosity. 
Now, in former years, and especially during 
the appearance of the comets of Wianecke and 
Brorsen, in 1868, astronomers recoanized Gat a 
part of the light of some comets, at any rute, is 
due to the inbereut luwioosity of certain com- 
pounds of carbon and bydrogen.

Until quite recently this has been thé only 
mutter which bas been clearly recogn:zed by the 
reecovic method as forming rt of the 
substance of cumets. And de wonder bus been 
that a substance 80 refractory as carbua—a 
substance which cannot be vaporized in our 
laboratories under any ordinary conditions 
should thus appear in the form of tumineus 
vapor ja the cave uf comets further from the 
sun than our own earth. It fe difficult to see 
woeere the beat cao onmme from by which the 
carbon present in these bodies can thus give 
light-evidence(wbick meuns #180 Leat-es idence) 
of ts ace. It is not carbon oaliy which is 
tuus wu to be present, nor even carbon and 
hydrogen only; nitrowen seems also to be indi- 
cated. Profs L vemg and Dewur have found 
that certain brut lives are only present in the 
gpec'ra of Ceriain compounds of carbon wbheo 
nitrogen is also present, and that in fuct tbey in- 
dicate the presence of cyanogen, a weil-known 
nitrogen compound of carvon. Now 
bright lines have not oniy been seen, 
thes have been photographed ia the 
spectrum whe the brütet comet of 
1881 (by Dr. liam Hoggios in London, and by 
Dr. Heury Draper in New York).

These lines bave even beeu 
phot phed by Dr. Huggins (they don't sbow 
in Dr. H. Draper's pBotographs.) Now, failing 
to bt alu or see these dark lues means little or 
nothing; seeing chem, bowever, and, still more, 
pbotugraphing them, is decisive, making it ab- 
‘sgolutely certain that part of the comet's light is 
reflected sunlight. There must be matter like 
meteoric dust in the head and nucieus and prob- 
ably in the tail also of a comet to enubie it to 
shine in this way by retiecting the ligut of the 


sun. 

But the latest comet wh'ch has yet been ob- 
served with the svectroscope bas brought fresh 
news. I refer to Welis’ comet, sometimes cailed, 
rather affectediy, Comet Wells. The spectrum 
of this comet did not at first sbow the carbon 
bands to which I nave referred above. The

Superintendent of the Englieh Naw- 
trical Almanac, remarks on thie that [tis neces- 
sary to conciude that during the last fortfignt 
of May the spectrum of Wells’ comet changed 
in a mannor of which the bistory of science fur- 
nisbes no precedent." Since he so wrote it has 
been observed by Dr. Müller, of the Astrophys- 
jeal Observatory at Potsdam, that the light of 
Welis’ comet incressed more rap diy during the 
second half May tban bad beeu predicted, in- 
dicating an unexpected development of proper 
or inberent light in the comet itself.” “This 
increase,” de adds, “was most marked just 
about the very time when the sodium line was 
Urst observed in the spectrum: wherefore we 
must conclude that important changes occurred 
about that time in the physical condition of the

It appears to me that these observations are 
full promise. Astronomers had begun to 
suppose chat no comets were likely to give more 
information than had been already obtained 
trom Brorsen’s and Winnecke's comets. But 
pow it seems as though the appearunve of the 
carbon bands belongs to one sture ot the comet's 
progress through the changes which occur as 
the comet approaches the sun. With nearer ap- 
proach sodium vapor is tiret formed and then 
caused to giow with its own inherent light. 
What furtber changes migut be obeerved in the 
case of a comet observed under such favurabie 
conditions as existed in the case of Donati's 
comet (1858) who shuilsay? It seems as though

inerease in cafryimg-rates, they bemg fully 
aware that the advance demanded Friday by 
carriers was simply a spasm which would pass 
away lu a day, and that then carriers would giad- 
ly tuke anything that would be offered them. This 
was the case yesterday. The spasm on the part 
of carriers for an advance in rates had parsed 
off, and they were ready to take any price of- 
fered them by shippers. Ten vessels were chur- 
tered, a number nearly equal to any day during 
the summer months. and were distributed among 
several ports. Rates through the Weiland Canal 
are very low, daly §centsa bushel paid 
on wheat to Montreal. Considerable tonnage

Vessels Must Report and Olear at an 
Intermediate Port.

SUBURBAN. 


Hyde Park Real Estate. 

There is a perceptible “boom” in real 
estate in Hyde Park, and several important 
transactions are reported for last week. At 
South Chicago the sales are increasing daily, 
and the increased activity is noticable in all 
parts of the village. The largest transaction 
of the week was the sale ot forty acres on 
the northeast corner of Sixty-third street and 
Woodlawn avenue by Chauncey Kilmer to 
O. R. Keith for $110,000. As the property is 
unimproved, the price is regarded as quite 
significant. A lot 70 feet north of Chestnut 
street, on Madison avenue, 50K 102 feet, was 
sold to the First Baptist Church by J. M. 
Turner, for $2,000. A loton Cottage Grove 
avenue, 144 feet north of Fifty-sixth street, 
48x130 feet, was sold to Sears & Foster by W. 
F. Hoadley, for $1,600. In the north end of 
the iown a large amount of building, mainly 
private residences, is going on, and 
from evéry station on the IIIInois 
Central suburban line new houses, many of 
them quite elegant, may be seen in proeess 
of construction. During the first three days 
in the month twenty-one lots were sold in 
South Chieago by the Canal & Dock Com- 
pany, and the sales at advanced prices con- 
tinue at the rate of from six to nine daily. 
When it is remembered that a large amount 
of property is handied by a number of other 
firms at South Chicago the total sales made 
during the week will be seen to be very large. 
 rpperty bas doubled, and in some cases 
trebled, in value, during the past year in this 
locality. Extensive improvements are being 
done by the Village Board, compri the 
opening, trading, and improving of streets, 
and the laying of water-pipes. The amount 
of special assessinents levied during the pres- 
ent fiscal year will be fully $500,000, which 
sum nee been expended in needed improve- 
ments. 

Several la manufacturing companies 
have been looking around in South Chicago 
for suitable locations, and it is reported that 
the largest grain elevator in the world, with a 
capacity of 3,000,000 busheis of grain, is to be 
built on the Calumet River by railroad capi- 
tal, There is considerable talk of reviving 
the old project of a canal between Calumet 
and Woif Lakes in addition to those already 
under consideration, 


Lake View Real Eetate. 

Operators in real estate in Lake View re 
port a ver) active demand for lots, not only 
of the cheaper grade, but also for choice res- 
idence sites near the lake shore, north of the 
park. Prices, especially in the lakeshore 
district, are advancing very rapidly, and 
even this tendency does not seem to have 
much effect as yet in checking the demand. 
As an illustration of the state of 
the market it may be stated that 
ebout two months ago a corner lot 
04 feet front on Wellington and Waubun 
avenues was sold at $50 a foot. The same 
lot was sold again last week at $69 per foot, 
or ata net profit of nearly $1,000 inside of 
two months. During the past month an ad-

In politics, as in 
private business, (here may be such a thing as a 
silent partnership. which, as we have just seen 
in New York, can be relied on to work with et- 
fect. But 1 do not meat to say that the policy 
of the Republicau party bas steadily courted 
the money power, hat it is shaped to produce 
aggregations of Vast wealth. and that it looks 
for its perpetuation to the unton it bas achieved 
between the politicians and the capitalists. 
There are two railways from Wasbington to 
New York which are kuuwn to the pubiic. But 
there isa third which bas not yet appeared on 
any of the maps or io any of the guide-books, 
although it is the most finportant of all. II is a 
narrow-guge alr-Hoe, conneamg the White 
House with Wall street. 

This is not a mere ure of speech. Just con- 
sider fur a momeat what money can do aud bow 
much money the policy of the Hepublican party 
hag enabled ecuorpuratiobns and individuals to 
amass. Forty yeurs agp the most tlorid imag- 
ination among the writers of extravagant ro- 
mance, racking its invention fora fable of un- 
toward riches, put the entire fortune of the 
Spada family, collected through geveradons, 
concealed fur ages, and Gaally unearthed by tne 
Count of Monte Curtis. at a bundred millions 
of francs—twenty miilions of dollars. With this 
sum that redoubtable bero worked miracies, al- 
most a social revoludop, in France. Later, 
another Freocb novelist, of what the critics cull 
the reulistic school, produced a colossal millioa- 
aire, whom be christened the Nabob. Sti be 
did not venture to put the tigures beyond the 
limit set by bis illustrious predecessor. One 
bundred miilions of france—twenty millions of 
doliars! Why, there are filtty men in and 
about New York worth more than that, who 
doh't consider themselves very well-ta-do 
either, and are working, toiling, siaving, 
sulfering day and vigtt to earn a competency 
for themselves, cheered by the singie hope that, 
whatever bappens to them they muy in the end 
be uble to leave sometiing behind to keep the 
wulf from the door of the widow and the or- 
phan. if be were living now the Count of Monte 
Christo would be a bexgar by the side of Jay 
Gould, who has 500, ranes; so much 
money, indeed, that nat satistied with his mit 
ions, he must carry 1 of Bis private 
wrongs into the public bussness of che country 
and make accomplices t Chef Magistrates ana 
Secretaries of the Treasury in the punishment 
of recalcitrant Governors. 

Linstance this case 1 by way of illustra- 
tion. Mr. Gould may witum bimself barm- 
dess enough. His regent operation may be 
merely an episode. It may bave been necessary 
to protect Dimeself. Bat we have seen how a 
Treat capitalist, joiniex forces with a weak Pres- 
dent, may stifle tne voice of the people and di- 

the destinies of a party in the E:npire State 
vt the Union. What m put not be aecompil«ned 
by a great capitalist ba ving the ambiuon and the 
genius of Julius Cesar!

MYSTERIOUS DEATH. 


Remnzins of James H. Smit 
Found in the Lake. 

The dead body of James Hay Smith, a 
well-to-do and very popular business-man of 
this city, was found early yesterday forenoon 
floating in the lake near the foot of Twenty- 
ninth street, It was dragged to land, searched, 
and then carried to the morgue. The case is 
not only a very mysterious one, but is also 
uputterably sad. It is not now known and 
probably never will be just how the man 
came to his death—whether he was the vie- 
tim of foul play, of an accident, 
or an insane desire to give up 
a life which certainly was a 
happy and prosperous one.

He * 
beautiful flat on Vincennes avenue, near 
Thirty-sixth street, purchased carpets and 
furniture, and at the time of his mysterious 
disappearance had almost completed the fit- 
ting up of the apartments, Mrs, Smith and 
the children were expected to return the lat- 
ter part of next week. Thursday Mr. Smith 
bought a ticket for St. Louis, receiving a call 
from there to attend to some dus 
ness for the firm. He left the 
store about 5 o’clock in the afternoon 
ud went to his boarding-house, No. 8365 
Ellis avenue. Heate his supper, packed a 
small traveling-bag, and then lest the house, 
telling Mrs. Whiting, the landiady, that he 
Was going to St. Louis to be gone two or 
three days. That was the last seen of him 
aliveso far as known. It was Mr. Smith’s 
custom to come up-town on the Illinois Cen- 
tral Road, taking the train at Thirty-ninth 
street. It is supposed that when he left Mrs. 
Whiting’s he started for the Thirty-ninth 
street depot, intending to come up-town and 
take the Chicago & Aiton train for St. Louis. 
It is not known whether he boarded the Lili- 
bois Central train er not. Mr. Smith wore 
a valuable gold watch and chain, and these,

As the person Who has had perhaps the 
best possible opportunity of knowing all 
about the Salvation Army, I can most posi- 
tively state that nobody invented it, that it 
has been evolved out of no man’s brain, pro- 
duced by no man’s scheming, and is never 
likely to answer any man’s own purpose— 
seeing that it has sprung into existence in a 
wholly unexpected way, and has already at- 
tained pruportions and influence that place it 
utterly beyond the power of any one man to 
design or control its future. 

Some seventeen years ago 1 came to Lon- 
don almost a stranger to its vast artisan pop- 
ulation. I saw that they were witnout God, 
and I began in one of the «reat East End 
thoroughfares to do what 1 could as a 
preacher of the Gospel for their salvation, I 
bad already had sixteen years’ experience as 
a Methodist minister, and had been privi- 
leged to see so many thousands of hearts 
subdued beneath the power of the old-fas h- 
ne Gospel that I was certain it only 
needed to be brought to bear upon these vut- 
lyme masses to prove its efficiency for the 
stivation of the very worst of them. But 
how to get at them with it, that was the ques 
tee; and upon that question, be it well un- 
Geretood, we consider we are still at work, 

each success attained serves but as an 
tive w seek for more and as a guide 
to attain more. 

l have not been disappointed. The old 
Gospel from the very first produced the old 
resulis. Ina few weeks after 1 took my 
sand, Bible in hand, among the jeering 
cruwds of the Mile End Koad | had around 
me a valiant company of witnesses for Christ, 
reefuiting frou: among these masses, and 
little one bas swadily grown through all the 
seventeen years of cuntlict up to the present 
army, with ius 320 corps, its 700 officers en- 
tirely employed iu the work, its 6.200 services 
every week, its audiences of thousands and 
tens of thousands, generally the largest reg- 
ularly gathered in any town it enters, and in 
most cases overtaxing the capacity of the 
largest buildings that can be secured. 

During those years we have bad to unlearn 
and learn a great deal, and to all the lessons 
of ourexyperience world is more than 
welcome. As i have already intimated, we 
do not pretend as yet to have finished our 
education. Waris a wonderful schoulmas- 
ter, and he is unworthy of the name of a 
soldier who does not continually seek to 

from foes as well as frum friends how 
most completely and rapidly to con- 
quer. We have trusted in no human 
Wisdom or power, but in the living God; and 
while we set down to His glory every thing of 
Success in the past we encourage ourselves 
in Him to look for far greater things than 
these yet to be shown us in the future. 

As to our doctrines, however, let me boldly 

we have never imagined there was auy- 
new to be learned, and have no expec- 
tation of ever learning anything new. The 
word of the Lord liveth and endureth for- 
“ever.” We have nota particle of sympathy 
With those who would seek to tone down or 
ih any way to adapt the Gospel of Curist to 
suit the fancy of the nineteenth century.

organization is riecitly worked he is at 
once placed under the care of a Sergeant.

report bim to the Captain for visitation. The 
hew convert is expected to put 8“ on each 
collar. or something of the kind, at once, aud 
thus show Lis colors wherever he goes, It 
fou se explained to him at the penitent 
form, i he does not know it beforehand, 
mat we reguire him to give up the use of in- 
toxicating dank altogether, and he soon 
finds that we look upon tobacco and finery in 
dresss as a little less objecucnable. 

The converts are, expected to take their 
place forthwith in every open-air meeting 
and procession, and on or near the platform 
in every meeting indoors, and to use «very 
possible Opportunity of service, in singing, 
Sveaking, prayer, door-keeping, sellm of the 
War C Visiting—in short, to become 
soldters. To all who so conduct themselves 
a svidie pass or certificate ts issued, re- 
newavle arterly. Those who for three 
months cuontuct themselves in a satisfactory 
manner are be passed frum the general 
roll, on which All recruits are entered, ob to 
the roll of efficients, 

We have very little trouble in the 
way of discipline as ordinarily understood, 
for we compel all our soldiers to live 
under the blazing light of public serv- 
ice, and we find the barefaced hypocrit to 
be a very rare creature. No ordinary work- 
inginal or Woman can maintain before work- 
mates and neighbors for many hours such an 
open profession of religion as we dew 
unless they really possess aud enjoy it. Un 
the conirary, one of our greatest dimculties 
is to find the fallen ones, who almost inva- 
riably avoid the very sight of an old eom- 
rade, even removing toanew home rather 
than encouuter those who could remiud them 
of their tall. 

The wonderful newspaper account of ver- 
sons, generally descri as “Captains,” 
convicted of crime have all relat except 
in three cases of drunkenness, to peuple 
who were not counected with us ai 

and the three causes referred to 
of reclaimed drunkards, 


were never officers, but 


1 who, after having fur some time shown the w- 


selves faithful as vrivates, relapsed for a time 
inio their former sin. 

Ot course there are many instances tn 
which wie work that seemed to be done proves 
either to have been unreal or transitory; but 
the proportion of these to the total of pro- 
fessed converts cannot be large, or the prog- 
ress of the army would suffer frequent and 
severe checks, instead of presenting in all 
directions such rapid and ceaseless growth. 
Having to organize mostly by means of un- 
educated persons, we have a siow and 
up-hill task in perfecting our local 
records and arrangements; but there 
is a constant improvement, and we 
hope soon to de able to account definitly 
and fully for every ove who once comes be- 
neath our influence. 

Uur plan of organization, moreover, makes 
every soldier in some degree an officer, 
charged wich the responsibility of so many 
of his townsfolk, and expected to carry on 
the war agalust the streets. street, or part of 
a street allotted to his care. Around every 
corps, in like manner, will be mapped &@ por- 
tion of the country, and every village will be 
placed under the care of a Sergeant until a 
corps be established in it under comumis- 
sioned officers. 

‘The country is divided into some thirteen 
divisions, each under the command of a 
Major, whose duty is not only to direet and 
inspect the operations of all the col ps already 
established, but to see to the extension of 
the war to new locaiities, to the calling out 
of vew officers, and to the removal of either 
officers or soldiers, who have ceased to be fit 
for their porivion. 

Each corps is uuder the command ofa 
Cap.ain, assisted by one of two Lieuiesan 
who are entirely employed in and supporte 
by the army, and whose duty it is not only 
to do their best not only by conducting serv- 
ices outdoors and in, and by visitation of 
those already eniisted, but ceaselesly tw 
plan and operate for the salvation of the 
whole population committed to Uwir charge. 

These Captains and Lieutenants ate re 
moved from one corps Ww another every six 
months or thereabouts, in order to avoid the 
danger of detulcment into old 
rum or of a two strong attach- 
ment on the part of either the oer or 
soldier to persou or place, rather hau to God 
and the war. 

The system ot government is absolutely 
miliary. Those who ridicule our use of 
military terms would cease to do soif they 
bad any idea bow really we are anarmy. We 
have thousands, if uot tens of thousands of 
suldiers who are ready at a word to leave all 
and zo out to rescue ue souls of others, and 
who glory in submittmg to the leadership of 
the men vor women placed over them for 
the sake of Christ and the world. 

Some, of course, who haveinformed them- 
selves of the tacts, condemn this our abso- 
lute system of government as uuseriptural 
and dangerous, if not worse than 
that. But we have tried other plans, 
and found them = wuiiting. Ve de- 
gan with the parental system, but 
alterward experimented freely in a system 
of extreme democracy in government, For 
years we labored iu che constitution of com- 
wittees, large and small, alter the models of 
the surroundimy churehes. But we found in 
all this no advantage and endless difficulty 
and trouble. We have always found the 
most godiy and devoted workers the least 
disposed for debate or mere talk, and that 
the great result of consultations, committees, 
and the like, is obstruction, vainglory, and 
idijeness. We find that real soldiers care lit- 
ule who leads, or how they march, so that 
there is victory, and that we get along best 
without the people who must needs discuss 
and vote about all they do. We have never 
enjoyed such unbroken peace and har. 
mony everywhere as we have had since it 
has become thoroughly understood that the 
corps is under its Captain, the divisiou un- 
its Major, and the whole army under its Gen- 
eral, with no hope for any one of successtul 
agitation against superior authority. 

The managewen of affairs has necessarily, 
with the growth of we army, come to De di- 
vided, and the heads of departments at head- 
quarters and the Majors in their several di- 
visions have each to beara large share of 
duties and responsibilities, in order that all 
the business may be speedily and carefully 
dealt with. It is also a very great object 
with use to avoid using our s}stem of gouv- 
erument so as to limit spiritual liver- 
ty or hamper with awkward restric- 
tions any officer in the accowplishment of 
his great mission. Tocondemn, for instance, 
the devoted young man who, in his intense 
zeal for the good of others, issues a Dill 


against which “ people of taste“ cry out in- 


stead of kindly beiping him to do better, 
would be as ruinous and fovlish as to shoot 
the young and syirited horse that has smashed 
your carriage against a gate-post. 

The property of the army is held for its 
exclusive use by the General for the time be- 
ing, under the terms of a deed enrolled in 
Chancery on the ch of August, 1875, and our 
solicitors, Messrs. Whittington, Son & Bar- 
ker, 3. Bishopsgate res Without, E. C., 
hold in their vossession bur dee is and a com- 

jete schedule of ali property thus standing 
1 the General’s name. 

The finances of the army—We have always 
taught all who attended our serv the 
duty and privilege of giving in support of 
the work, and the majority of our corps are 
now self-su pporting. 

Each corps has its Treasurer and Secretary, 
to Who, as well as to the Captain, every- 
thing connected with the local finances 
well known. The officers receive no salary 
until all other local expenses, such as rent, 
gas, etc., are met. The books of the corps 
are e ined from time to time by the Major 
and by ollicers from headquarters, who have, 
however, nothing further to do with the lo- 
cal finances. Each division has its fund for 
divisional extension, administered by a local

‘The officers of the army are drawn from 
the ranks. Those whe prove the most val- 
uable soldiers are recommended by their 
Captains to arters, inspected and re- 
ported on by the Major, and if then able to 
aus wer to the satisfaction of the General 
himself a lengthy series of questions, they are 
invited to the Training Barracks at Clapton. 
Here a few weeks of East London work 
test their qualities and qualifications very 
severely, and meanwhile ey are tralued in 
conducting every branch of the service, care- 
fully drilled, and taught the simplest way of 
conveying 7 truths of the Bible to 
their people. training given, however, 
does net purport to be so much scholastic as 
Spiritual, the great necessity coutinualiy 
pressed upon every one’s attention being that 
of holiness of heart and life. These who 
prove to be unfit for an officer’s post are un- 
hesitatimely sent back to their place in the 
ranks. The care exercised in selecting ca- 
dets, however, is such that this necessity 
does net often arise. Very few persons are 
received as officers who do not give up homes 
or positions wore comwfortavle from a 
woridly point of view than the one they 
come to, so that army is pretty well 
secured against the ravages of sel(-seeking 
persons. 

Atter from six weeks’ to three months’ 
Stay the cadetis suddenly dispatched as a 
Lieutenant to some Captain in the field. 
Neither Captain nor Lieutenant has often 
many shillings in his pocket when he lands 
in a strange town to commence his work. 
Constant dependence on God for all his 
needs is a lesson often learned amid very 
hard surroundings. Butso rapid and com- 
plete is the success generally gaived nowa- 
days that the officer’s lot is not often one of 
great privauon. Mob violence is becoming 
more and wore unusual as the army ia bet- 
ter known and understood by the autivri- 
ties the masses, and the officers 
are able to give their whole strength with 
littie drawback to the service. 

Each officer is expected to conduct from 
nineteen to twenty-five meetmes weekly, ex- 
tending over thirty to thirty-five hours; to 
spend eighteen hours in visiting from house 
to house, and to spare no possible effurt be- 
sides for the good of souls. The utmost 
amount of salary to be drawn by a singie 
man Capiain is 21 shillings weekly, by a 
woman Captain 15 shillings, and by a mar- 
ried Captain 27 shillings, with one shilling 

r week per child, so that the army is never 
ikely to be trouvled with drones. 

‘The. work of au ordinary Sunday com- 
mences with a prayer-meeting from 7 
oelock tll 8. Then follow open-air 
meetings or marches from 10 to 11. 
from 2 to 3. and from 5:30 to 6:30, fol- 
lowed by indoor-services from 11 to 
12:15, 8 to 4:30, and 6:301010. Upon extraor- 
dinary occasions the program is varied by a 
march at 6a. m., a Mass-mweeiing in the oven 
air from 10 to 12:30, or a march after some of 
the indoor meetings. 

The officer’s position is, moreover, held 
imply. so to speak, by the sword, the unsue- 
cessful man after sufficient trial beine left 
without appointment. Moreover, as already 
pointed out, the officer who has for six 
months been winning the love of a corps and 
a tuwn is then removed, often at a very few 
days’ notice, so that any little beginning of a 
selfish sentiment is checked, and the spirit 
of a united and sing le- eyed devotion main- 
tained. An officer s. in short, expected to 
be an example of self-sacritice fur the salva- 
tio of the world. 

What will it grow to? Who can guess? 1 
cannot. Never, I hope, into a sect. We have 
taken and shall continue to take every pre- 
caution against this. Warned by the failure 
of John Wesley in maintaining his unsec- 
tarian position, we are striving to avoid 
what we think were his mistakes. 

I. Instead of refusing to complete our or- 
ganization, we strive to perfect it more and 
more, making it, however, step by step, more 
exacting on all who join, so as to exclude all 
but real soldiers. leaving to the churches all 
who wish mere church life. 

2. Instead of insistme upon attendance 
on uny church, even for the Sacrament, 
we teach our people to spend ail their 
leisure time with the army, to visit churches 
only as corvs by invitation, so as ta promote 
general godliness and harmony, and to avoid 
as the very poison of hell all controverted 
questions. 

By these means we have certainly attained 
alteady a most friendly footing in relation to 
all the churehes in many localities, and we 
trust lu another year or two to have not only 
gained the warmsympathyof all godly men 
but to have spread far and wide a spirit of 
love and heagty codperation that will do much 
to lessen the dleidu walls of sectarianism. 

At any rate, whoever may smile or frown 
“ The Salvation Army is marching along.’ 
We are not only extending the work in this 
country at the utmost possible speed, but 
propose, God willing, ere the year closes, to 
reinfurce and expand our operations in 
France, America, and Australia, and to es- 
tablish headquarters, at any rate, ia New 
Zealand. India, Sweden, and Holland. 

We are just commeneim, loo, the organi- 
zation of separate corps for children in each 
town, with barracks and daily services of 
their own, which will, we have no doubt, 

ive a very great impetus to the war. We 

ope that ere the end of the summer the ap- 
pointment of Sergeants to villages near our 
town corps will have greatly increased our 
numbers. 

But. above all, we trust ever to nog se in 
that entirety of devotion to the Lo eshe. 
which, sweeping away as it must all cunsid- 
eration for ourselves and our own future, 
must needs insure to us the greatest favor 
from Him whe is our strength and our all, 
and the widest, the most unbounded useful- 
ness to a ruined world. 


PEW-RENTING. 


WHY THE SYSTEM SHOULD BE ABOLISHED. 
To the Editer af The Chicago Tribune. 

Cmeado, Sept. 30.—The chureh ever 
since.the fall of our first parents, whether 
under past or present dispensauons, has been 
only for the promotion of the spiritual and 
eternal interests of our fallen race. If tem- 
poral benefits have been gained tueéreby as in 
the case of Obed’edom, such good is only in- 
cidental.. The sole aim and object of the 
church in its constitution and ministrations 
is the reinstatement and salvation of los: 
souls. This unspeakable blessing with all 
its spiritual joysis conferred by the Great 
Head of the church upon every son and daugh- 
ter of Adam without any restrictions or 
limitations. Here is a feast prepared which 
is to be without money and without price, 
which is committed to the church, and to 
which ail are invited, and entreated, and 
commanded to come; and the people of God 
who compose the chureli are even command- 
ed to go out inte the highways and hedges 
and compel attendance, that all may be 
reached. In furtherance of this object and 
asa part of the economy of salvation public 
worship and the preaching of the Gospel was 
instituted, and as a consequent necessity 
houses of worship must ve provided. Such 
a house of worship being dedicated and con- 
secrated to this service is God's temple and 
sanctuary, the appointments and accommo 
dations of which cannot rightfully be set 
Apart, or conveyed, or held by the builders 
or the reputed owners thereof specially for 
the use or occupancy of any one upon the 
payment or contribution of money, as is done 
under the praciice of pew-renting. No body 
of Christians bas any right to barter away 
those necessary accommodations or acces- 
sories for money, nor has an individual any 
better right to accept such assignment—un- 
less custom makes a wrong to be right— 
than bas a robber to acquire and assign prop- 
erty obtained by robbery. It is true that the 
piea of custom may be urged as did the fish- 
woman when remonstrated with for skinning 
eels alive; said she, 1 have skinned them in 
that way so long that they have got used to 
it. In things spiritual, or in duties and et- 
forts pertaining to interests beyond the grave, 
it is undoubtedly the will of God that there 
shall be equality ana freedom; that the wise 
and unwise, the learned and unlearned, the 
weak and powerful, and the rich and poor 
shall stand upon a common level with 
equal advantages which none may presume 
to usurp nor curtail, nur ought any to surrep- 
der. For instance, one Sabbath morning 1 
attended the church in New York of which 
the Rev. William M. Taylor is pastor. I was 
seated by the usher behind a stone column 
which entirely obstructed my view of the 
ipit. Noticing several vacant seats in 
rou the column, I moved into one of 
— Soon all the seats about me were 
lied. Then came agentleman accompanied 
by the usher, who desired me to remove, 
— as the geutieman was no older than 
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other pew 

raged; but the facts were there as 
a — A ey as | hada right to be; thechurch 
had no right to rve or set apart that seat 
for money to my detriment, or to the detri- 
ment of any one, nor had gentleman any 
rizht to accept such assignment, and for me 
to vacate would bea recognition of such acts 
as being richt. Therefore from prineiuie, 
and in behalf of those outside who were ex- 
cluded by the system of pew-renting, and as 
a protest ust the wrong, 1 could not 
leave the 

The house of God is not @ place of enter- 
tainment. There are places and times for 
that purpose where any Can KO according to 
disposition, choice, or ability, and if pecuni- 
arily unable the loss is nat material. A 
house of worship is not # poare for the dis- 
play of merely artistic musie. except so far 
as that those who sing in the spirit may do se 
as nearly perfectly as possible. There is the 
opera-house other places where such 
music may be listened to according 
to taste and desire. The church is not a 
viace for fashionable resort or display or for 
mere social enjoyment; though it matters 
not how much display of apparel or how 
much social enjoyment there may oe, nor 
how maguifieent the chureh may only 
that there may no exclusiveness based 
upon payment of money, as is the case under 
the practice of pew-renting. There are clubs 
and circles of friends wherein such objects 
may be pursued according to inclination and 
upportunity—where, however select the cir- 
cle, no one outside has cause for compiaiut. 

Of course it is the theory of the system of 
pew-renting that from the pews not all being 
taken, through the vs absence of 
pew-renters, or by crow mes, ac- 
commodations may be affurded to nou-pe w- 
renters, and consequently the churches 
are open and free to all. But that freedom 
and weicome is, alas! very deceptive; so de- 
ceptive that itis really a swindle. And no 
amount of effort, or anxiety, or really 
good intentions on the part of 
ehurch officers or ushers can harmonize 
the discordant elements involved, or hide the 
incongruities, Some churches, realizing this 
impossibility, deliberately draw their robes 
avout them and coldly repulse intruders. 
Others have not reached this point, but aii 
are approachme it. Any one who rents a 
pew will feel misused if such pew is inirud- 
ed upon, especially if by those in whom they 
take no pride; and, feeling misued, he or she 
will manifest that feeling. toward such in- 
truder insomuch that further intrusion will 
not be attempted. ‘The feeling is that they 
have paid liberally to establish mission 
churches where these people can go, there- 
fore why should they intrude on us here? 
‘This being the tendency, it has already come 
to pass that searcely any Dut weil-to-do are 
found in our churehes—a class which is but 
a small minority of our population. WIIIi it 
be claimed that there no plety except 
among the well-to-do? Unless such 
the fact, then it must be admitted that 
the pious ones amoung the majority of our 

pulation are shut out from our churehes. 
Let us suppose that a man who has been a 
pon-churcheoer becomes in the providence 
ot God awakened to a sense of his lost condi- 
tion, and his constant inquiry is, What snail 
1 do to be saved? He gropesin anguish, he 
reads the Bible, he tries to pray, but finds vo 
permanent relief. He is impelled to seek in- 
struction concerning salvation in the cliurch. 
Where else should he go? He summons 
courage to enter the House ot God. Being 
early, he stands at the entry ten or fifteen 
minutes, while the self-sati and the gay 
among the pew-renters rush past him. At 
the proper signal be and other discouraged 
nen-pew-renters are distributed among we 
vacancies, He is seated in the pew of a late- 
cowwer whom it would be indiscreet 
to incommode, and he bowed out 
and seated iu anuther pew. Here, by the 
conutemptuous glances of the occupants, he 
is given to understand that he is au intruder. 
Now, bere is a man who is regarded from 
Heaven by angels and archangels with bated 
breath, waiting te aunouges that another 
soul is saved trough the blood of Christ and 
the ministration of his church, but who 
through the perverting effeets of the prac- 
tice of pew-renting is being outraged in his 
application for religious instruction, and 
whose soul is thus bemg really jeopardized 
by professing Christians. But let us sup- 
pose that this man perseveres nevertheless, 
and, like Bunyan’s Piigrim, is anxious that 
his wife and children shall accompany him, 
and he takes them en the next Lord's day to 
church with him. ‘Then his feelus would 
be outraged indeed. This, too, is the dis- 
couraging treatment accorded to members of 
the church and other professing Christians 
who are unable to rent pews. It may be 
said, and 1 have heard salt, that there are 
plenty of places of Ww b where such 
as are unable to pay pew-rents can go. 
Should they go to those travesties of re- 
ligious institutions called mission churches, 
aud to Gospel tents, and salVacion armies, and 
Young Meu's Chrisdian Associations, and whe 
like, all of which are but the unnatural 
fungus offshoots from the churches, caused 
by the unhealthy influence of pew-renting ? 
But aside from this man whose case 1 have 
cited, there are awong us thousands of work- 
ing girls and working boys, not te mention 
heads of tamilies and their children, who, 
instead of being drawn or influenced toward 
the churches that they may become awak- 
ened, are embittered by the repulses they are 
subjected to, which repulses, as | haveshown 
above, are inseparable from the practice of 
pew-reutumg. et it be remembered that these 
persous who are thus >? are 
those for whom Christ died. and over 
whom God in His compassion is yearn- 
ing, and for whom we Holy Spirit 
is making intercessions with gruanings that 
can not be uuered. Then will not the wrath 
of God be kindied toward His professed peo- 
ple if they persist iu a practice which shats 
these persons out from the feast which has 
been provided for then at such great cost?

Aud the Christian ministry is the high- 
est and most honored calling to which 
man can aspire. But this wrong per- 
verts abd lowers the charch into a mere 
social club, and tends to lower the minister 
to the level of the esthete—to the level even 
of Oscar Wilde. It may be agreeable and 
pleasant, and perhaps satisfying, for a select 
few who are able to rent pews and to have 
them set apart in a handsome chureh the 
same asa box in an opera-house, a church 
which is made attractive with flowers and 
artistic music, where they can come together 
and add religious observances to social inter- 
course; but alas lat what a cost is this social, 
and religious, and esthetic entertainment ob- 
tained when we consider that by it souls 
equally precious with their own are shut 
out and denied the light of life. Pew-renting 
is ruinous to souls, and tends to spiritual de- 
clension in our churches; therefure it must 
be abolished. And this can only be aecom- 
plished by concerted action among the 
churches. Possibly when abolished it may 
be that not many will come up to our solemn 
feasts, but if so the responsibility will be 
upon themselves; their blood will be upon 
their own heads. 

Now, if there is in the above any erroneous 
statement or position, or any exaggeration, 
Will not some accredited minister of the 
Gospel or religious editor, or any other man, 
point out such error, and I trust Tae TRib-

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EGG-CANDLERS, 


A Trade Which Will Be New 
and Strange to the Gen- 
eral Reader. 


Where the Good Eggs Go—The “ Chick- 
en-Buds —The Wages and 
the Methods. 


An odd trade is that of the egg-candler. 
One having been advertised for a few days 
ago, a TRIBUNE reporter to whom the worid 
““ecandler” was full of mystery, took the 
liberty of calling upon the advertiser fer an 
explanation. “Apply at No. 6 Dearborn 
street, March & Co.,“ read the advertisement. 
Thither the reporter went, and in the shadow 
of a huge bank of egg-cases on the sidewalk 
discovered a passage-way labeled * Butter“ 
which led into the basement of the building 
designated. Entermg. the reporter found 
himself in a small apartment, which 
may be truthfully said to be the fullest 
apartment he ever entered. The space occu- 
pied by two young men, and innumerable 
ege-cases, was filled with a stench so thick 
that the reporter felt like cutting off a chunk 
of it and bearing it away as a trophy. But as 
nothing save “hen-fruit” was visible he 
was constrained lustead to inquire if poul- 
try-cholera was prevalent just at present. 
One of the young men tumbled off pile 
of cases on which he was reclining, and after 
roll.ng over the floor with laughter two or 
three times arose and said quietiy: No; I 
guess the hens are all well.” After a few 
words of explanation as to the nature of the 
call, the young wan kindly consented to give 

AN EXHIBITION OF EGG-CANDLING, 

and led the way. Going up toa dirty-look- 
ing patch on the wall, he drew aside an old 
gray army blanket, disclos a lighted in- 
terior beyond. He realized eed for he 
stopped long enough on the threshold to 
say, Ohl come lu. This ain't no trap; it’s 
the candling-room.” The apartment was 
found to be about seven by three feet, and 
upon a bench at one end were three open 
egg-cases. A small metallic oil-lamp was 
attached by a wooden fixture to the farther 
end of the middie box. This furnished the 
only light in the room. The candler walked 
up to the bench with a watch-me-jugzgie- 
them air, and, turn back his shirt- 
sleeves, plunged both hands into the mid- 
dle box, and suddenly brought forth four 
„ chicken-buds.” With the thumb fore- 
finger of each hand the uppermost egas were 
caught uv and held for an instant only in 
front of the flame. There was a convulsive 
movement of the hands, and, with all the 
dexterity of a siight-of-hand performer, the 
uppermost eggs had given place to the other 
two, and were being more carefully examined 
before tne light. There,” said the candler 
designating an egg with a clear transparent 
shell, and a vividly rosy light show 

through it, chat is strictly a fresh 1 

put that in the right-hand box, which in- 
tended for tha New York market. This one is 
not quite so fresh, but it will do. This, you see, 
is spotted ; s where the yelk has fast- 
ened to the shell because the egg laid too 
long in one position. It is not a bad eg. 
however, though it may be slightly stale, 
and I put it into the left hand case, which is 

INTENDED FOR THE CHICAGO MARKET, 
and is likely to be speedily sold. There is 
nothing apparently wrong with this fourth 
egg, save that its yelk is broken. A house- 
keeper might not like it, but itis a good 
baker’s eng.“ 

“ Why are all the first-class ergs shipped 
to New York ?’ inquired the reporter. 

“Simply because they keep longest, and 
are longest in finding their way into the con- 
sumer’s hands. An egg which is perfectly 
good in Chicago today might not be good 
ten days hence in New York.” 

The candier proceeded with his work at a 
truly remarkable rate of speed, stopping only 
now and then to point out the peculiarity of 
an egg which had been kept in too warm 
cold, or damp a place, or had been 1 N 
to some sort of preserving process while yet 
in the hands of the farmer. So dett was he 
in his business that the eggs, as he shuff 
them to and fro, seldom or never touche 
each other, and as for ing one, that is 
something a candler very rarely does. Sud- 
denly he paused over one which plainly 
showed the origin of term 

“ CHICKEN-BUD,” 


“That is a good egg fora restaurant man,” 
suggested the reporter. 
* W hy 


“Why, he can charge spring chicken 
prices for it.” 

Again the candler went off into a convul- 
sion of laughter. It was evident that though 
he might know stale old eggs when he saw 
them, he did ret know equally stale old 
jokes when he heard them. 

This egg found a resting place among 
others in a large bueket, and during the re- 
mainder of the luterview the candler busied 
himself in point out monstrosities in the 
eggs which he had thrown aside as worth- 
less. Very many of these had really been 
laid by hens that were not well, and all sorts 
of peculiarities were visidie in the fruit.“ 

The candier’s pay is uniformly 10 cents per 
ease ot thirty-six dozen, and an adept at the 
business can make $3 per day easily, and 
more by working overtime. 

Several other candling rooms along South 
Water street were visited, and candlers of 
various degrees of proficiency were con- 
versed with, Saidone: , 

„ £@G8 ARE A GOOD DEAL LIKE FRUIT. 
A damp, foul atmosphere and extremes of 
heat or cold affect them as quickly and as 
seriously as fine fruit. The shell of an egg 
is exceedingly purus, and when the place of 
storage is too warm and dry the albumen 
evaporates, and when too coid and damp the 
vege seeuis to lose its vitality and rapidiy be- 
comes stale. The porous shell also admits of 
absorption, and in my opinion a sungie rotten 
egg, the shell of which happens to be broken 
or cracked, will contaminate whole dozens 
of eggs in the same case. Any experienced 
candler will, | think, tell you the same thing. 
The present system of — 2 which 
was designed simply.to prevent — 
has done a great deal to improve the market 
quality of * They do not come into con- 
Luct with each other, and after they are once 
packed no amount of knocking about will 
addie them.” 

„here dees not seem to be much excuse 
then fur the grocer who sells bad eggs among 
good ones ?’ 

“ There is no excuse at all. If he pays the 
market price, and buys of some reliable com- 
mission man, there can be no excuse. 
candier has become a necessity to the egg 
trade, and it he is acompetent man at his 
business he can read an eg as you would a 
book. Candling costs but 10 cents a case of 
thirty-six dozen; nuw what excuse can there 
be for the merchant who refuses to have his 
eggs candied? Heis dishonest, and means 
to sell rotten eges, and grocers should avoid 
him as they would any other swindier.”

The Present Musical Pitch te Be Dis- 
carded, 

An important change is about to be made 
in the muéieal pitch which will create con- 
siderable commotion in the musical world. 
American orchestras have persisted in main- 
taining the high pitch in music, although it 
has been disearded by the leading European 
musical organizations, and ail efforts to bring 
abouta change have hitherto been unsuc 
cessful. It is true that prima donnas have 
compelled operatic orchestras to adopt the 
low pitch during the operatic season, but the 
change has been but temporary, and the high 
pitch is the standard in this country. The 
New York Tribung now announces that the 
Philharmonic Society has formally adopted 
the new pitch. A day is to be fixed, not 
later than spring, for the reform to 
go into effect. It is understood that 
no alteration of the old wind instruments 
will be tolerated: a new set must be pro- 
cured. The strings can be tuned down, but 
some alterations may have to be made in 
them. The difficulties to be overcome are 
serious, for it id almost impossible for a 

performer to produce really fine et- 
ects upon a strange instrument, and it is no 
small matter to ask him to give up one to 
which he has been accustomed for twenty or 


are many, and

ferred to: It is obvious, if there is really a 
difference in the characteristies of the keys, 
as musicians contend, we ought to play 
everything in the pitch for which it is writ- 
ten.

— though they lose delicacy. The 
manufacturers of planos are sometimes 
charged with doing all the mischief in their 
rivalry for the production of a brilliant tone; 
but the responsibility belongs rather to the 
orchestra, which has n at will con- 
tinue to govern the pitch of the plano. Un- 
fortunately the human voice is unable to ex- 
tend its compass to keep up with the orches- 
tra, and in many classical works the singers 
are now subjected to a ruinous strain which 
the composer never meant to lay upon them. 
European artists visiting this country find 
themselves tasked much more severely than 
they are at home, and the inconvenience 
sometimes amounts to a very serious trouble. 
Moreover, there is some valuable instrument- 
al music of the classical period which cannot 
be executed by orchestras of the high pitch. 
Bach is absolutely impracticable without 
numerous modifieations; now that so 
much attention is paid to the masterpieces of 
the oldet classieal.achool, the reduction of 
the pitch @matter of prime impor- 
tance.”

MAN-HORSES IN JAPAN. 


Wonderful Powers of Endurance of 
the Coolies. 

A Mr. Pidgeon, of England, has been trav- 
eling in Japan and has written a book about 
it. We copy the following from the book: 

It would be impossible in our space to in- 
dicate the scope of the writer’s views of the 
present condition of Japan; we can only di- 
atten of our readers to those 
strikingly original and unexpected charac- 
ters, which inflict a severe biow on the ro- 
mantic notions that are generally entertained 


about this young giant of borrowed civiliza- 


tion, by the facts which they set before us, 


with the lucidity for which the author is re- 
warkable. This is the conclusion of his 
summisg-up: 

The Government of Japan is an oligarchy, dis- 
tracted by seif-seeking factions, without any 
ventral authority, and baving no unanimvuus 
policy, beyond that of preserving the hational 
independeuce. Meanwhbiie, the people of this 
ancient and ja its own way high-oultured na- 
oa, are simply atiock of sheep, driven by the 
game masters now as in the feudal times, which, 
indeed. have disappeared on paper, but not 
from the babite of the country. if the masses, 
bardiy gonscious as yet of their emancipation, 
ever come to have opinions—ever, In fact, be- 
oome nthation—Jupan may have d new birth. 
What she bas passed tbrougd lately is only revo- 
iuddorn. 

Into fifty pages Mr. Pidgeon has put the 
ki and the most life- 
like pleture of new Japan which we have 
yet met with. Perhaps the strangest feature 
of the latter is the run by “ pair-horse jin- 
rickishas” (wan-drawn carriages) from 
Tokio (Jeddo) to Nikko. This includes a 
giim of everything, especialty of native 
paluters at work, while the account of the 
lecomotion is reall y amarvel. On the return 
journey the coolies offered to show the 
travelers their power, and ran back to Naka- 
da (fifty-eight miles) in one day. The fol- 
lowing are the author's notes of the journey: 

Leaving Nikko at 7:45 a. m., the men ran 
twenty miles in two hours and Ofty minutes 
withouta stop. Then they rested twenty min- 
utes, tak a buwi of rice, and some weak ten. 
The rest of the journey was made by ten-mile 
stages, With stops of a quarter of an hour be- 
tween euch, the fit 

leted in ten hours, 


-eight miles were com- 
neludma stops, or eight 

ri and a quarter, exciusive of stops, being at 
the rate of 7.3 miles ver bour while running, 
and 7.8 miles per bour including stops. 
whole party arrived at Nakada in capital con- 
d.tion, lausbing and cbatting gayly. They ran, 
almost naked, at an even trot, with a long, 
sp stride, and took natuu but rice, a littie 
feb and tea. by the way. Their feet were 
protected by straw sandals; but if these wore 
out, they were not particular about replacing 
them witb others. Their consideration fur one 
another was remarkabic. The wan between 
the shafts bas the burdest work, and the etrong- 
est coolies were alwuys ready to take more thaa 
their fair share of this position, whiie the weak- 
er never shirked it. It rained bard during the 
lust third of the journey; but whether they 
dripped with perspiration or with rain made no 
difference to these plucky little Tellows, who, 
after completing fifty miles, ran the last eight 
miles into Nakada within an bour. 


The pay which these eight coolſes received 
—and “brimmed over with satisfaction” on 
gettinz it—amounted to £7 108. English 
money, or 2s. 806d. per day per man!

FKUITS AND VEGETABLES. 
Notes from the South Water Street Mar- 


tap t. 

South Water street of yesterday was some- 
what changed in appearance from that of 
last Saturday. The seasen’s advance was 
plainly perceptible in the quantity and quail- 
ty of the fruits and vegetables offered for 
sale. The fruits of the orchard to be seen 
are lessening in variety, the perisbables tast 
giving way to the “keepers,” of which the 
old standard apple is King. Blackberries 
are now few and many doors between; 
peaches have begun to fall off in recvipts; 
plums have disappeared almost entirely, and 
only an occasional watermelon or musk- 
melon is to be met, these selling at very low 
figures. The field hurvesting is in progress, 
and while the product of the rifle and shot- 
gun has not thus far been abundant, enough 
game has been marketed to supply the hotels 
and private consumers who can afford to en- 
joy the luxury. 

Apples continue to come forward plenti- 
fully, mostly from Missouri and Tenuessee. 
The quality of this fruit as seen yesterday 
showed 4 better average thau a week ago, 
and prices ranged about the same. Choice 
table apples could be bought at $2.0@2.75 

r bar rel, and cooking varieties at 
$2, 00@2.25. thee is, however, considerable 
inferwr stock that sells duwn to SLG 1.50. 

Peaches reac their maximum of re- 
ceipts about Wednesday, when some 25,000 
baskets were crowded on the market. Much 
of this old stock was still left yesterday, and 
was freely offered at 15@25 cents per basket. 
The fresh receipts yesterday were fair lu 
quality, and sold at 50@60 cents per basket. It 
is anticipated that some of the best peaches of 
the season will be received this week, wey 2 
them the late Crawitords, and other highly 
cultivated varieties.

Dress in the Year 1831 and Dress 
in the Year 1882. 


Costumes Worn by the Fair Sex 
Half a Ceutury Ago. 2 


Latest New York Modes for Both 
Ladies and Gentlemen. 


The World of Fashion Fifty Years Ago. 
For The Ohicaco Tribun-. 

In the year of our Lord 1881, when the 
Corn laws were agitated and riots were fre- 
quent in London, Derby, Nottingham, and 
Bristol, and human lives were frequentiy 
saciificed, the fair votaries at Fashion’s 
shrine vied with each otner, determined to 
spare no expense in obedience to her sover- 
elan commands, A galaxy ot beauty glit- 
tered at the Queen's drawing-rvuom and state 
balls. The theatres were crowded with the 
élite to listen to Fanny Kempble’s Juliet, 
Macready in “The Exile,” Wallack, Mrs. 
Wood, Mme. Vestris in opera, and the de- 
lightful actress, Mrs. Yates, in the then most 
popular modern play, Victorine.” 

The Langtry of that period was Lady Au- 
gusta Baring, who shone as Queen of Beauty 
and Fashion. The belles of the bali-room 
were then arrayed in a material known as 
„ gaze Emeraide,”’ or in “tulle Arachue and 
crape. The first was a rich white gauze em- 
broidered in fantastic patterns, in dark col- 
ors mixed with either gold or silver. The 
second was an émbroidered talle crape. In- 
dla-muslin dresses were embroidered from 
the waist to the bottuin of the skirt in bou- 
yguets of flowers at regular distances. Be- 
sides these materials, moire,” either em- 
broidered or trimmed with blond lace, was 
much used. The embroidering was in Chi- 
nese patterns, in gold, silver, or coiored 
siiks. Some of the most beautiful skiris 
were painted above the hem in a wreath of 
flowers, excessively large in front, but di- 
minishing gradually on each side, forming a 
drapery to which a knot of ribbon was at- 
tached. 

Corsages were cut low and square round the 
breast, and formed a Vat the bottom of the 
waist, to which a knotof ribbon was at- 
tached. The sleeves were wide and gport,, 
and disposed in irregular plaits. i 

A colored fashiun-viate for December, 1851, 
represents the Countess of Brifast arrayed 
in a morning dress of puce-colored “ gros de 
Naples,” tight corsage, with a pelerine 
(shoulder-cape) of three folds, the third “en 
eur,“ ending in points. The three capes 
have pointed seallops. The front of the 
dress, which wraps over to one side, is also 
cut ein points; “gigot” sleevem (mutton- 
leg.) The bonnet is of white “ moire,” 
lined with emerald-green satin or vel- 
vet, and trimmed with velvet and 
blond lace. It appears something 
like a very large poke-bonnet of the present. 
‘Tne blending oi purple and green is also on 
a par wiih some of the combinations seen in 
fashionabie wiilinery of the present. 

Another piquant costume of that period is 
a canary-colured satin. Corsage low; sleeves 
*a la Donua Maria —tigut at the waist, and 

uffed at the shoulder. ‘The skirt reaches a 
ittle below the kuee, where it is trimmed by 
a blond lace flounce, which descends to a 
walking length, or, as it is termed, below the 
under-dress. The. hat is very jaunty; large 
upturned brim, lined with fuby-velivet, su- 
perbly triummed with white osirich-feathners 
and gold cord. With this exquisit toilet a 
scarf ot white blond lace is worn. Fears 
ot different lengths. Scarfs to mateh were 
worn with evening-toliets. With a white 
cra trimmed unh biond lace, and em- 
broidered with rich zold flowers with bright 
green foliage, a scarf of blue gauze was 
worn. 

Dioner and opera dresses were of crimson 
velvet or bright rose color; long sleeves of 
white tulle; skirtornawented above the hem 
with rich ewbreidery iu bright relief. Chem- 
i-ette of white tulle edged with blond lace. 
Dead-gold jewelry. | 

‘The hal for full dress was arranged “a la 
Grecque,” parted in front and disposed in 
piaited braids, which formed a bow-knut bo- 
hind, A narrow Id chain mingled with 
the braids A sinwle row of it was brought 
across the for@liead, or the bair was parted 
before and turued up in soft bows uf a mud- 
erate hight. The hair was ornamented with 
feathers and fldwers, the latter distributed lu 
half-wreatha, or in one wich the bows ot hair 
bet ween. feathers used were chicfly 
warabouts. A hall-wreath of blue mara 
bouts lutermingled with Alver grapes or 
pea-creen, with small gold fuliage. 

Those who niake sport of the present style 
of dressing the hair have only to console 
themselves with he fact that what we sup- 
ply with waves, frizets, false braids, etc., 
tue belles fifty years ago made up with 
chains, buws, feathers, cushions, combs, and 
tlowers. The fair Ewprtess of fashion, Ru- 
génie, had not then assumed ber reign, yet 
the st} ks th n, as now, were quoted as“ the 
latest Parisian modes.” “ Oljldridge’s Balm 
of Columbia” was warranted on the first ap- 
plication to stop the hair from falling off, 
niake it cur! beautifully, and prevent it from 
turn gray. 

Small cottage bonnets were worn for 
promenades, trimmed with ostrich feathers 
or cocks’ feathers. Plush bunnets were also 
worn. On the fasbion-plate is a liiac velvet 
bonnet, trimmed with Gruament so as to re- 
seuble a cock’s comb, edged with biond 
luce. The capote shape was popu- 
lar. The most fashionable wixtures 
were biack, lined with reen or biue, 
feathers to correspond with the lining. 
Feauu rs were frequentiy of the color of the 
bonnet, tipped with the colur of the lining. 
The celurs tiost in vogue were ecru, pea- 
green, emeraid-gieen, cavbage-green, beet- 
red, azure, canary-color, rosecolor, lilac. 
Ine flowers most in favor were roses, mar- 
guerites, lilacs, jessamipe, and a variety of, 
exo.ica, Weeping-willow plumes of all shades 
were much used, : 

When the weather was cold manties were 
universally adopted. hose un la poiun- 
aise,” made with large flowing sleeves, were 
very popular, They had highstanding col- 
lars and an excessively large cape. They 
were of cashmere or “gros des Indes.” 
Shawls were also worn. Those known as 
*Schalls Hernani’ wereofsiix net, of white 
or light-colored grounds thickly studded 
with Grecian patterns. They were square, 
two yards wide. Cashmere shawis, in light 
paiterns of palms, were also worn. 

Promenade gloves were embroidered in 
Open-work oh the back ot the hands. Some 
were of unbleached linen tiread, embroid- 
ered with fofget-ine-nots. ‘The most elegant 
gioves were lived with white leather. 

Parasols were of watered “gros de 
Naples“ of dark colors, embroidered round 
the border in differeut-colorea silks. 

Pelisses were worn of “woire satin” or 
“robe des Indes.” They were made with 
two pelerines and large Mametuke sleeves. 
Some were finished with a plain hei, sur- 
mounted with one or two pipings of the ma- 
terial of the pelisse. The pelerines were of 
rich velvet or chenille. 

Sable muffs and boa tippets were indis- 
pensable, 

Among a collection of jewelry worn in 1831 
I note chiefly a loug aes o jet beads elab- 
Orately carved. From centre a large, 
exquisitly carved heart is suspended. The 
eardrops are long, heavy pendants: which 
fact accounts for so many ragged ears 
among old fashionables. This set was worn. 
at the time of the death of William IV., as 
an emblem of mour ‘ 181 

After the aécession — Victoria very large, 
high coronet combs were worn. The one in 
my collection is of filagree siwel, riehiy siud- 
ded with brilliants, a large stone forming the 
centre Ornament. It is worn on the top of 
the head like acrown.

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BISMARCK, 


The Wonderful Career of the Blood- 
and-lIron Prime Miuister. 
London Times. ut. 22. 

Tomorrow the German adwirers of Prince 
Biswarck—and the phrase is synonymous 
with the entire population of the Fatherland 
—propuse to celebrate with the custumary 
tribute of gifts and rejoicing the twentieth 
anniversary of the first Appearance of the 
great statesman at the head of Prussian af- 
fairs, The world has moped so fast and so 
far since then, and Germany, most of all. is 
so fundamentally trau@figured, wnat itis not 
easy to persuade on that it was only in 
in September, 1862, that Count Otto von Bis- 
marek Schönhausen was ihvited by the King 
of Prussia to quit the career of diplomacy, 
in which he bad hitherto distinguished 
himself, and take upon his shoulders the 
whole weight of Government under 
circumstances of almost unprecedent- 
ed embarrassment. The tin King 
of Prussia, the present Emperor vf Germany, 
had always eniertained stubborn notions 
concern the royal prérogutive, and, in 
spite of Constitution wuich the revolu- 
tiopary period of 1848 had wrung fiom the 
Prussian Crown, had never abandoned his 
belief in the divine right of tae Prissian dy- 
nasty tu guvern acco: ding to its own notions 
of what was best for the Prussian people. 
Amongst these was a conviction that, iu the 
inveresis of the honor de permanent wel- 


fare of the realm, a considerable milita:y ex- 
penditure was indispensable. It was found 
linpossible, however, to persuade the Prus- 
sian Legislature of the alleged necessity; 
and appeal after appeal was made to the 
country, first by Manteutlel and then by Von 
der Heydt, against the refusal of Pariia- 
ment to grant the supplies asked for. 
On. the of September, 1862, 
the Prussian Chamber rejected the 
Government proposals fur military expendi- 
ture dy een majority of 808 votes 
toll. Vom der Heydt resigned, and the 
Kuw then sent for Count Biswarck. The 
choice could hardly re ge any one who 
had reached the concimsion that the Crown 
did not intend to be balked of its purpose, 
fur Count Bismarck had distinguished him- 
self not only in the Legislature, but in so- 
clety, and even in the biergartens of Berlin, 
by bis uncompromising support of the 
throne and his undi-guised contempt for 
public opinion. The siofy ran that he had 
Hung a Deer-jug ai the hehd of one individ- 
ual who had ventured to speak disrespect- 
fully of the sovereign and to air his theories 
tow crudely concerning popular rights. 
There is reason to believe Bis- 
warck had found the opportunity, at 
Venice, some time previously, of ac- 
qyuainting Kigg, While the latter 
was still only Regen with his 
political views, and it argued some penetra- 
tion in the sovereign that heshould have dis- 
cerned that a perfect iustrument for the pur- 
poses ot the Executive was at his dis J. 
The Peers passed the Military bill after Count 
Bismaick acceded to power; but their com- 
piaisance only producedia rupture between 
the twe Chambers, and qu the lath of Oe 
ber the session was closed, and the K - 
pounced bis intention of governing without 
the aid of the Constitution and with the as- 
sistance of Count Bismarck. 

It might serve to temper the confidence 
with which Liberalism today announces and 
disseminates iis verdicts were people to turn 
‘to English Liberal newspapers of that daie 
and read the contewpt with which they 
treated the new Minister, the fate they pre- 
dicted for him, ane the ruin that, in the ir opin- 
ion, would overiake Prussia, unless thisarro- 
unt. ignorant, and servile politician was got 
rid of. This was the view enieriained by 
Liberal politicians throughout Europe; and 
in Kussia itself the prophecies of wo were 
almort as dismal as those ventured upon in 
this country. The new) Minister, however, 
paid no heed te these political “Cassandras, 
but buckled to his task with a calm determi- 
naviow that soun convinced more wary ob- 
servers that he knew whiat he was about. and 
that he was the mau for whom Germany had 
been longme, and of Whow Germany had 
been dreaming since the days of Arminius. 
The army was perfected in every branch; 
taxes were collected suuimarily without 
mercy; and the reign of blood and iron“ 
was commenced in goud earnest. The re- 
sult is in everybody's recoll-ction, In the 
Austro-Prussian cawpaign against Denmark 
it was Prussia that won the most 
brilliant laureis; and when the spoil 
had to be divided between the conquerors 
it was Prussia that insisted on havuw the 
larger share. It soon) became plain that 
Count Bismarck was bent upon forcing a 
quarrel upon Austria and redecming Prussia, 
ii possible, from the stigma of Oimfitz. But 
in working towards thig end he had taken 
care to provide Prussia with an ally that 
could make a valuable diversion against 
Austria in the south at the opyortune mo- 
ment. It is pretty certain, however, that so 
4 —. was the military machine which 

russia had organized in the teeth of the 
Legislature and the Constitution that, even if 
Italy, then coveting Venetia, had remained 
guiet, the Austrian armies, despite their gal- 
laniry, would have been overthrown. Such 
was not, however, the zéneral opinion. The 
war Was an uppopular one in Prussia, for the 
nation did not believe it would succeed, 
and it had been declared, without consulting 
Parliament or the people, by a domineering 
Junker Minister. Bismarek himself was so 
well aware of the prevaliing sentiment that 
he bas since declared he would never have 
returned to Berliu alive if tne campaign had 
terminated A: He would have 


worn his Cuirassier uniform in earnest, and 
got himself shot by an Austrian Jäger. Bet- 
ter that than trial, condemnation, and death 
by his irritated countrymen. As it hap- 
pened, however, everything turned out pre- 
— ad the vallant statesman had caicu- 
lated, A -uccessful war is always a povular 
war, and Count Bismurek saw himself at a 
bound enthroned in the affections of the very 
people v ho had 11 and who, had he 
tuiled, would piilingiy have hanged bim. 
From that moment Prince Bismarck has 
remained, without interruption, at the head 
of affairs.in Prussia, and afterwards in Ger- 
many; and from the lofty vantage und of 
all he has accomplished for the Fatherland 
he is able to hui effective scorn at his oppo- 
nente. When the worst comes to the worst, 
the Prince has always one argument with 
which to confound and rout his adversaries. 
Who unified Germany? Who got rid of the 
ridicuious and mischievous Bund? Who re- 
relied and punished France? Who created 
the 1 Enipire?| Was it the National 
Liberals? Was ii the Progressisis? Was it 
the Parliameni? Was ft talkers of any kind? 
Alone I did h,“ he ag as says, with 
Ceriolanus; and in saying it he is not far 
wrong. In such moments Prince Bismarck 
is more of an Orator than Mr. Cowen in his 
lecture the other day on oratory seemed 
Willing to allow.

IN THE STEERAGE, 


Some of the Abuses Practiced by Steam- 
ship Lives—Large Profits and Wretch- 
ed Accommodations. 

Boston H/ ruld. 

„Do you know that there are many things 
in the steerage passenger business, as trans- 
acted by several of the ocean steamship com- 
panies, that at this date would surprise the 
American people if light were throwu upon 
them?” This interiocution at once riveted 
the attention and sympatby of the writer who 
pensit. The gentlemau who spoke the words 
has had an experience of about a quarter of 
a century in connection with ocean steanmsiuip 
traflic, and most of it has been of such a 
vature in Boston that he certainly ought, in 
the opinion of his auditor, to be able fully to 
sustain anv statement which he might make 
in reward to the abuses of the aturesaid com- 

nies in the branch of their trade nained. 

e was reminded of this fact, and assured 
that anything he chose to reveal on the mat- 
ter would be listened to and bearded in the 
wemory with great interest. 

„Well, my friend,” he said, in the bluff 
manner of the men who go down to the sea 
in ships, “ L suppose that’s all the good it 
will do!” 

“ Why so?” replied the scribe. “ What is 
your meaning?“ 

“I mean to say,” he answered. that itis 
doubtful if any paper in Boston would care 
to publish the facts as they exist, and thus 
dare to antagonize the powerful steerage 
pussenger monopoly that now ‘rules the 
wave,’ chiefly as between Boston and New 
York and European ports. If you will look 
over the statistics you will realize what 

AN ENORMOUS BUSINESS 

has been done by these ocean steamship com- 

panies. You newspaper men know better 

where to put your thumb on them thau I, 

and perhaps it will interest the general pub- 

lic to have some facts in relation to the mat- 
ter. A visit, tov, to some of the steamers in 

East Boston will personally convince you, I 

think, that, with the great profits made on 

the emigrants, in proportion they are not 
nearly so well cared for as the Cattle sent 
act os. 

Interested In the gentlemen's remarks, a 
reference to statistics compiled by authority 
of the United States Government, shows 
that about 12,000,000 aliens have come to this 
country from 1820 to the Ist of July, 1882. 
The great increase in passenger transporia- 
tion will be shown in oue instance by giving 
the statisiics at intervals of the emigration 
from the British isles to the land of we creat 
Republic. From Great Briiain and the sis- 
ter isie the emigretion in 18.1 was 4.788. Of 
this number Ireland is set down for only 
1,578, although, in an adjoining column of 
the statistics, there are 1,870 allens “ not 
specified” as coming fiom any part of the 
isles in particular, but it is to be presumed 
the majority of them were Irish people. For 
several subsequent 2 there was no per- 
eeptidle increase. In 1834 there came from 
the isles 34,964. Of this number Ireland sent 
24.474. A great tidal wave of emigration set 
eut from Ireland in 1247, when 105,586 em- 
grants from that country spread themselves 
out over this land, while the total that year 
from the British isles was 128,838, the not 


svecified ” being 19,344. In the decade from 


1871 to 1880, inclusive, Lreland sent to the 
States 444.559, while England in the same 
time sent 440,961. But it was between the 
years 1841 ang 1800 that Ireland’s largest emi- 
gration took place to the United States, when 
she sent 1,094,838 of her children here. From 
Germany, according to the authority quoted, 
in 1820 there came only 968 aliens, about the 
same nuinber from France, and for the seven 
suceessive years the number was far less. 
In 1828 the emigration increased toward the 
States to 1857, and from that time it has been 
as regular almost in its increase as one of its 
countrymen at his lager. In 1852 it swelled 
to 145,918, Ireland going it better by only 
about 13,000 in that year. Germany's quota 
to the United States in 1881 was 249,512 

tens, while Ireland sent 70,909, the total 
tom the British Isles being 165,230, France 
for the precedtne ten years sendum only about 
57,000. In going over these statistics gleaned 
by the cusioms officers of Uncie Sam, it was 
interesting to note the

wonder that attention was arrested when it 
was seen that in.lo8v there were 139,761 who 
came here from the provinces. Of this num- 
ber about 113,000 were from Quebec and On- 
tario.

The bunks 
were divided by a low board, and each hu- 
man who would seek his place would have 
to crawl in head foremvust on all fours, 
There were no accommodations for changing 
apparel, In cases of cuntagious sickness or 
during rough weather it must be a shucking 
place, and

The wild beast in his cave must be far better 
provided, It is for such accommodation 
that each poor soul pays at the rate of about 
ds per day. In other respects there appeared 
to be à dire necessity for sanitary and hu- 
mane supervision, as well as the strong hand 
of the United States reputation, if prac- 
ticable. The writer was assured by his com- 
panion that we were not shown the worst 
part of the emigrant steerage in the vessel. 
A visit was wade to a steamer of another 
line, and the temporary bunks which had 
been used for the emigranis were found to 
be nearly all turn down. They must have 
been of the rudest kind and as promiscuous 
at leust as those of the ones first visited, 
with as wretched human and sanitary at- 
commodations. Both vessels cram s number 
of brople into compartments where the y 
should not be more than one-sixth as many. 

Returning to the city, his companion said 
to the writer: 

“You saw the accommodations for the 
cattle ?” 

“ Yes, and they are very good, immensely 
superior, ip the order of things, to these pro-
